The opinion seems to prevail in official circles in Wash- 
ington that the United States is soon to be called upon to 
send an armed expedition into China to protect American 
interests there. The foundation for this opinion seems 
io be certain alarming reports recently received by the 
Department of State regarding the spread of the anti- 
foreign and anti-American feeling among the middle 
classes in China. There is no doubt that the Government 
it Washington is deadly in earnest with regard to this 
Chinese matter and believes that an emergency threatens 
which will require the use of both Army and Navy to pro- 
tect American interests in China. Secretary of War Taft 
has publicly admitted that the only reason the Ist and 2d 
Infantry of the 8th and 13th Batteries of Field Artil- 
lery were recently sent from this country to the Philip- 
pines was that it was deemed absolutely necessary to 
strengthen the American Army in the Philippine Islands 
so that it could be called on to furnish troops for an ex- 
jedition to China. It was for this reason that the trans- 
ports McClellan and Kilpatrick, which have not been in 
commission now for some years, were recommissioned and 
sent to Manila on Feb. 1 by the way of the Suez Canal. 
It is intended to hold these transports in Philippine wa- 
ters indefinitely, with a view to using thei» to take troops 
to China if the expected emergency should arise. Secre- 
tary Tuft this week appeared before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Appropriations and made an earnest plea for an 
emergency appropriation of $100,000 to be used in con- 
nection with the preparations which are being made for 
an army for China. This appropriation has not been 
eranted thus far, but it may be that sufficient influence 
inay still be brought to bear upon Congress to obtain it. 
In any event, the troops have gone and will certainly be 
properly cared for. The War Department is even consid- 
ering the advisability of sending a third regiment of In- 
fantry to the Thilippines, and if this should be done it 
is probable that the 26th Infantry, which had been sched- 
uled to relieve the 3d Infantry in Alaska next summer, 
will be the one selected. This, however, is as yet unde- 
cided,

While the British military authorities have as yet 
taken no action on the question of sending a team to 
compete for the Palma Trophy at Ottawa in August 
ext, we trust they will ultimately conclude to take part 
in the competition. The subject of rifle shooting is a 
matter of keen and increasing interest in England as 
well as in the United States and Canada, and it should 
he possible for the three countries to come together in 
a’ contest under conditions mutually satisfactory and 
heneficial. We note with regret, however, that the 
Military Mail is somewhat skeptical on that point, for 
in an article dealing with the matter it says: ‘While I 
sould be very glad to see this competition come to pass, 
| cannot help thinking, and I have said as much before, 
‘iat these international shooting matches may easily do 
tiore harm than good. In saying this, I have in my 
iuemory the regreitable incident that happened at Bis- 
ley the last time that the trophy was fired for in this 
ountry. There is no good purpose to be served by rak- 
ig up old grievances, but there is no doubt that our 
\merican friends were guilty of something very like 
harp practice on that occasion, though, at the same 
‘ime, had it not been for slackness on the part of the 
ange officers, the trouble would never have arisen. If 
ve can have a fair and square fight with the trophy to 
he best team then by all means let the three nations 
ire for the trophy annually and good luck to them. If, 
on the other hand, there are to be accusations and re- 
-riminations after every shoot then the sooner the trophy 
is put back into the melting pot the better it will be 
or all concerned.” With the one exception noted by the 
Military Mail all international military rifle contests 
have been devoid of any unpleasantness, and have re- 


sulted to the great benefit of shooting. The N.R.A. of 
America, when it learned officially of a violation of a 
technical rule by members of its team, promptly refused 
to receive the trophy the American team won, and there 
the unfortunate incident ended.

At irregular intervals during the iast two or three 
years there have appeared in Berlin several books of a 
sensational character describing with fantastic vividness 
the effects of supposititious wars between Germany and 
various other nations. One of these works set forth in 
theatrical colors and with considerable detail how easily 
the Germans could put our Navy out of action and land 
an army of invasion in the United States. Another pic- 
tured the successful invasion of Russia by Germany and 
others have described possible conflicts between Germany 
and combinations of European powers. The latest and in 
some respects the most interesting of these speculative 
treatises gives the history of a hypothetical war between 
Germany and Great Britain, and the story has an Ameri- 
can bearing. The author of the work, who signs himself 
“Beowulf,” is said to be a German naval officer, and 
he writes with a breadth of view which is quite suggestive. 
According to his narrative, Great Britain seizes upon 
some slight pretext for a quarrel and begins hostilities 
without making a formal declaration of war. She suc- 
cessfully blockades the Germans in the North Sea, but 
the Germans avoid open engagements and content them- 
selves with harassing the British fleet with torpedoboats 
and submarines which prove to be exceedingly damaging 
to the enemy. After suffering heavy losses themselves, 
the Germans sink a British battleship and damage three 
others so seriously that they are compelled to return to 
England for repairs. Shortly afterward the British fleet 
suffers further losses of such a nature that the admiral 
commanding is obliged to abandon the blockade altogether. 
After that the opposing fleets are inactive, and while they 
contemplate each other from their respective sides of the 
North Sea the conflict degenerates into a species of na- 
val guerrilla warfare which results in the complete de- 
struction of the merchant marine of both countries. 

In England as in Germany industry is ruined, hundreds 
of thousands of laborers are thrown into idleness, banks 
and commercial houses foreed into bankruptey, and 
hardship prevails everywhere. Finally the British seize 
all the German colonies, but Britain is so enfeebled by the 
burdens of the war that she is unable to exploit the com- 
mercial opportunities thus presented and consequently 
the United States of America reaps the sole advantage 
of the great conflict. In the end the war proves inde- 
cisive, peace is re-established on the basis of the status 
quo, Germany’s colonies are restored to her and both bel- 
ligerents emerge from the struggle after having suffered 
colossal losses without the least compensation to either. 
The obvious purpose of this fanciful work is to protest 
against war between Great Britain and Germany, on the 
ground that it would be costly to both and without advan- 
tage to either, The author, however, makes a showing 
for the British navy, which will prove anything but con- 
ciliatory to British pride. This German view of the re- 
sults of a war between England and Germany is much 
more sensible and in accord with the probabilities than 
that taken in the absurd book by Louis Tracy, entitled 
“The Final War,’ which was published some ten years 
ago. Mr. Tracy conceives the outbreak of a war in which 
France, Germany and Russia combine against England, 
to whose rescue the United States hastens. The feats of 
arms he describes are so grotesquely impossible as to be 
amusing. For example, he describes the American fleet 
under the command of “Admiral Manan” as destroying 
the enemy's vessels by the “demoniacal energy” of dyna- 
mite shells, and our War Department as sending across 
the sea, within a few days or weeks after the declaration 
of war, two Army corps, each of 100,000 men, all of them 
“well drilled troops,” with a full outfit of equipments 
and supplies.

An officer of the Army writes to us saying: “It has 
been suggested that it would be well for officers to write 
you personal letters expressing their opinion of the pro- 
posed promotion bill in order that you might voice these 
views in your excellent paper, which is well known to 
have much influence in legislative matters, Versonally, I 
believe this bill, H.R. 18877, the best one ever proposed 
for the efficieney of the Army. I realize that I may be a 
victim of its provisions, but looking only to the welfare 
of the Army, its provisions seem wholly good to me. A 
large part of the officers retired under its provisions will 
be among those of the junior grades who will have had 
sufficient time to bave demonstrated their ability, effi- 
ciency and value to the Army. If they have failed to 
measure up to the required standard they can be elim- 
inated before they have had a chance to impress their 
personality on the Army and while still young enough to 
engage in other pursuits for which they may be better 
adapted. Of course it is probable that many good and 
useful officers will be retired under the provisions of this 
law, but their services in the great majority of cases will 
not be lost to the country, as in time of war they will be 
found with volunteer organizations where they may be- 
come of greater value to the country than if they had re- 
mained in the Service. The longer I consider this bill 
the more fayorably I am impressed by it. The retired pay 
will be commensurate with service and in my opinion this 
might well be extended to officers retired for age, thus 
protecting the country against appointments of sixty-yeat~ 
old chaplains, paymasters, ete., who are to retire with 


four or five years’ service and then become a charge on 
the Army as if they had spent their entire lives in the 


Service.” 
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Assistant Secretary of War Oliver, to whose recom- 
mendation in favor of concentrating the troops of the 
Army in regimental posts instead of brigade posts we 
have already alluded, still further explained his views at 
a recent hearing before the House Committee on Military 
Affairs. “The suggestion now is,” he said, “to have bri- 
gade camps in the summer. My humble opinion is that 
the Army should be in regimental posts, and that every 
State, if possible, should have a regiment or two of the 
Regular Army stationed if that State, in order that 
the Army may be popularized and in order that it 
may be recruited as much as possible in that State, and 
the State may take a pride in those regiments. I think 
that is getting down to about the smallest post that is 
wise. At present the policy of the Department is to 
gradually draw the troops into regimental posts and dis- 
tribute them among as many States as possible. That is 
what we are doing now. Your plan of making larger 
posts is a very wise one, but the expense would be enor- 
mous to abandon the regimental posts now started. It 
would not pay. There is no question that, wherever we 
can, we should draw in these small posts, except where 
there is a special reason for maintaining them because of 
special conditions. For instance, there is a station in 
Wyoming where we have to keep two troops of Cavalry 
on account of the opening of a reservation apd on ac- 
count of the Indians there; but as soon as that is over 
those troops will be drawn back to the regimental post 
where they belong. I think the wisest policy is to have 
regimental posts, with brigade camps in the summer.” 

While the practice of hazing at the Naval Academy 
has been the subject for a vast amount of hasty discus- 
sion in the daily press, it has here and there brought 
forth a sane and well-considered comment which is posi- 
tively refreshing. One of these appears in an article 
in the New York Sun, from which we quote this charac- 
teristic passage: ‘Most of the Annapolis young gentle- 
men who have indulged in hazing are guilty of nothing 
more serious than an infraction of the rules, to punish 
which the ordinary penalties provided for the internal 
government of the institution would be amply sufficient. 
A capable superintendent, with a free hand, will keep 
hazing under control without doing injustice to the stu- 
dents or the nation, if he is not hampered and restricted 
in his management by such conspicuously unwise laws 
as that which establishes dismissal and disqualification 
as the penalty for boyish pranks and larks.”” Another ut- 
terance of the same thoughtful and helpful character is 
the following from the New Orleans Picayune: “If there 
is one thing more certain than another it is that hazing 
must be stopped at the military colleges of the Govern- 
ment, no matter wha is hurt in the process of effecting 
reform. At the same time there should be no such inflex- 
ible rule as that which prevents ¢, court-martial from dis- 
criminating between a mere boyish prank and a brutal 
While for the latter prompt dismissal is the 
only proper punishment, for the former the punishment 
should be milder and better fitting the offense.”

Prince Louis brought to 
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A correspondent writing from the Philippines, says: 
“The post non-com. staff officers think very highly of the 
views taken by your JOURNAL, and appreciate the efforts 
you are making in our interest. There are now a great 
many post quartermaster sergeants, like myself, who made 
application to be sent to the islands, in order to take ad- 
vantage of double time service, and who wish to leave the 
Service and make a more comfortable living, because the 
pay of the non-com. staff officer is inadequate to give a 
man’s family a comfortable, if modest, home. The post 
non-com. staff officers are all supposed to be experienced 
men, who have seen long and arduous service, and who 
can be trusted. They have large responsibilities and cares, 
and it would be no more than mere justice if they were 
given better pay. There were no less than five post Q.M. 
sergeants on the transport I came over on, and they all 
were of the same opinion as I, as to the second term 
in order to shorten their service and leave it. We are 
naturally anxious to double our service time and retire 
while we still have a chance to avail ourselves of the 
civil service examinations, in order to better our condi- 
tions by obtaining a position in civil life. It has cost the 
writer all of his savings—exactly $500—to join his pres- 
ent station with his family. I had to lie over in San 
Francisco six weeks, because one transport was ovel- 
crowded. , I was compelled to remain in Manila fifteen 
days and wait for another transport to get us to our final 
destination, which took two weeks more, after having 
been shipwrecked, during the worst typhoon that took 
place, as we were informed, during the last twenty-five 
years. ‘To increase the pay of post non-com. staff officers 
is the only way to keep old and well-tried sergeants in the 
Service. They have been overlooked because no one has 
ever taken any interest in their welfare. Take for in- 
stance 2 regimental N.C.S. officer; he has his colonel to 
look out for him and his family in case of a move, where- 
as the post N.C.S. is dependent upon his own resource, 
and has to struggle for himself.

Capt. David J. Baker, 26th U.S. Inf.. colonel and 
acting chiei of the Philippine Constabulary, has caused 
considerable heart-burning among constabulary officers 
by issuing an order which provides that hereafter the 
American coat of arms, which has hitherto been worn on 
their shoulder straps, must be omitted. Complaint is 
made by some officers of the organization that this order 
virtually places their uniform on a parity with that of 
the metropolitan police of Manila, and the Manila Times 
says that they are asking why they should be so treated 
while the various Army officers serving with the constabu- 
lary are still permitted to wear their Army insignia. 
Our contempcrary does not answer these questions, al- 
though it might have done so very easily. In the firsi 
place, the constabulary is merely a poiice force, and only 
by a violent stretch of terms can it be classified as a 
military organization, so that if its uniform has been 
assimilated with that of the police by Colonel Baker's 
order the right thing has been done. It would appear 
that an error had been made in the first place in per- 
mitting the wearing of Army insignia by officers of an 
organization which has no status whatever in the military 
establishment. As for the question as to why officers 
of the Army serving with the constabulary should be 
allowed to wear the Army insignia while other con- 
stabulary officers are forbidden to wear it, the answer 
is that an Army officer loses none of his rights as such 
by accepting a detail to the constabulary, while on the 
ether hand, a civilian appointed to the constabulary does 
not acquire any status as an Army officer by accepting 
his commission. As a general proposition we should 
hold that a civilian bearing a commission as an officer 
of the constabulary had no more right to wear the in- 
signia of the Army than has a member of the Manila 
police force.

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Among those who have appeared before the Senate 
Committee on Inter-Oceanic Canals was Mr. John F. 
Wallace, former Chief Engineer of the Panama Canal, 
who had many interesting things to say concerning his 
resignation from that position. He felt that he had been 
unfairly treated by the Secretary of War and that the 
latter's public statements had injured his professional 


reputation. He expressed the belief that he had been 
spied upon during his stay on the Isthmus and that his 
work had been seriously interfered with by Mr. William 
M. Cromwell, the attorney for the Panama-American 
Company, who, he believed, had tried to discredit him. 
Mr. Wallace also stated that when he returned to New 
York he told the Secretary of War that he did not want 
to go back to the Isthmus as Chief Engineer. ‘My rea- 
son,” he added, ‘“‘was that I was made jointly responsible 
with Mr. Shonts and Mr. Magoon for work on the canal, 
while Mr. Shonts had a verbal agreement with the Presi- 
dent that he should have a free hand in the management 
of all matters. I felt Mr. Shonts was not as well quali- 
fied as I was either as a business man or 4? adminis- 
trator, and he was not an engineer. I though I was to 
be director general of the canal work. I th ws ut it better 
to sacrifice iny ambitions regarding this wo1x, which was 
to be the crowning event of my life, than remain to be 
humiliated, forced to disobey orders, or create friction.” 
As to methods of canal construction, Mr. Wallace said: 
“Give the man who is to build your canal the power of a 
despot. Place the fewest possible restrictions upon him, 
and let the Government not only hold up his hands, but 
keep the wolves off his back.”

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Should the proposed treaty between the United States 
and the republic of Santo Domingo be rejected by the 
Senate at Washington, as now seems unpleasantly prob- 
able, the effect will in all likelihood be to require ad- 
ditional work of the United States naval vessels now 
cruising in Dominican waters. It is quite generally 
agreed that the ratification of the treaty would lead 
to the establishment of law and order in Santo Domingo 
and-hasten the development of a stable and economical 
administration. On the other hand, the rejection of the 
treaty will, it is believed, lead to further disorder and 
another revolution. As a matter of fact, the mere prob- 
ability that the treaty will fail of ratification is already 
stimulating the spirit of discontent in the island repub- 
lic, as will be seen from the following despatch, received 
at the Navy Department, Feb. 18, from Comdr. William 
H. HH. Southerland, U.S.N., commanding the U.S.S. 
Yankee, at Monte Cristi, Santo Domingo: “There is an 
insurrection, small foree, twenty-four miles south of 
Monte Cristi.” The outbreak thus reported is probably 
trifling in itself, but it is an indication of what may 
happen on a larger scale if the Dominican government 
is deprived of the support of the United States, which 
it has been led to expect under the pending treaty.

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Attention has been called to the fact that the memorial 
tablet in honor of the men who lost their lives on the 
Bennington last July has been cast at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard, and a comparison made between the navy 
yard work and that of the same class done by a regular 
statuary foundry. It is not generally known that the 
beautiful bronze vases ornamenting Lafayette Square, 
Washington, D.C., were cast at the Washington Navy 
Yard, the material being gun bronze supplied by the Ord- 
nance Bureau. ‘The heroic statue of Admiral Farragut, 
by Vinnie Ream (now the wife of Colonel Hoxie), was 
cast at the same navy yard under direct supervision of 
the artist. ‘The material for this fine piece of work was 
the bronze forming the propeller of the Hartford during 
the time that historical vessel was under the command 
of Admiral Tarragut. ‘The use of this metal was made 
upon the suggestion of P.A, Engineer, now Rear Admiral, 
liarrie Webster, U.S.N., 9. that time attached to the 
Bureau of Steam Engineer‘ng, Engineer-in-Chief William 
H. Shook, U.S.N., being in the bureau. The propeller 
was brought from the Boston Navy Yard. 
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Lieut. Luke McNamee, U.S.N., who has been on duty 
at the Naval Station on the Island of Guam, on Nov. 13, 
issued a proclamation for the observance of Thanksgiving 
Day on Nov. 30. He also announced on Nov. 21 that the 
poll tax (Impuesto Provincial) and labor tax (Prestacion 
Personal) remain abolished and in lieu thereof there shall 
be imposed upon each male person of eighteen to sixty 
years of age, domiciled or having a fixed residence in the 
Island of Guam, without distinction as to race or nation- 
ality, a personal tax of eight pesos Mexican ($8 Mex.) 
per year. Delinquent personal taxes shall bé payable 
in labor. The amount of labor shall be ten days of 
eight hours each. A penalty of eight hours extra labor 
on public works, additional to that above mentioned, 
shall be incurred for each offense by any person who, 
having been summoned, without valid reasons therefor 
fails to report at the place and on the day designated. 
Persistent repetition of any of the aove offenses shall 
lay the offender liable to arrest and restraint until the 
full amount of labor due shall have been exacted.

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Major James C. Sanford, C.E., U.S.A., who has had 
much experience with large projects of river and har- 
bor improvement, in reply to a request from the Pana- 
ma Canal Commission for his opinion as to the best 
appliances for dredging the approaches to the Pana- 
ma Canal, advises the use of powerful suction dredges 
like those which have been used for harbor work at 
various ports on the Atlantic seaboard. The dredg- 
ing required to afford clear approaches to the canal 
will be difficult and costly, and it is a fortunate thing 
that the government is able to avail itself of the 
sound judgment of capable engineer officers like Major 
Sanford and others who have had practical experience 
in such work. The Panama Canal Commission has 


virtually decided to build two dredges of the type sug- 


gested by Major Sanford, and it is announced that he 
will examine and report upon the contract specifications 
for their construction.

An old officer of the Army says: “The Regular Army 
ought to be like the Old Guard of Napoleon—to be used 
in concrete shape for the front line. One hundred and 
fifty thousand ought to be ready, while the Volunteers are 
getting ready; Volunteers like those sent to the Philip- 
pines—they are the kind. I sometimes think that Regu- 
lar officers should be kept with their organizations for 
the first year of a war, and if some must go to the Vol- 
unteers, why keep a large surplus in time of peace for 
that purpose. The chiefs of ordnance, both during the 
Civil and the Spanish War, wouldn’t let the officers of 
that corps (with but two exceptions Strong and Read) 
take Volunteer positions because they could not be spared, 
The truth is, we had better foster the idea of a good, large 
standing Army—large enough to do the ordinary work 
(150,000) .””

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Brig. Gen. William H. Carter, U.S.A., arrived in Chi- 
cago, Ill., Feb. 3, from the Philippines to take up his new 
command as head of the Department of the Lakes. Gen- 
eral Carter was quoted as follows: “We had a campaign 
in Samar throughout the year before I came away, but it 
is all settled. The disturbances there grew out of inter- 
nal strife between the laborers and the native employers, 
who were robbing them. But now the Philippine people 
feel differently toward both the Army and civil govern- 
ment.” In Japan, on his way to the United States, Gen- 
eral Carter was afforded every opportunity to study the 
Japanese army. ‘‘What struck me all through Japan,” 
he said, “‘was the way in which every private was honored 
by his townsmen on returning from the war. It would 
improve our regular Service if the privates were received 
with bands and processions in the same way. We do not 
know enough about our men.”

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So serious is the famine in Northern Japan that the 
distress of its hundreds of thousands of victims has been 
brought to the notice of the world at large by the au- 
thorities of the Red Cross organization through an appeal 
for contributions for the relief of the sufferers, In re- 
sponse to the appeal the President of the United States 
on Feb. 13 issued a circular in which, after describing the 
pressing needs of the situation, he says: “I recommend 
that contributions for this purpose be sent to the Ameri- 
can National Red Cross, which will forward such funds 
to the Japanese Red Cross, to be used as the Japanese 
government may direct. Contributions can be made to 
the local Red Cross treasurers or sent direct to Hon. 
Charles Hallam Keep, Red Cross treasurer, United States 
Treasury Department.”

He will be restored to duty and remain within 
the limits of the Naval Academy for one year, in accord- 
ance with the sentence of the previous court-martial. 
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The Secretary of War has signed the report of the 
board appointed to revise the plan for coast defenses of 
the United States, recommended by the Endicott Board. 
The work performed by this board will be very beneficial 
to the country. The full report, which will be found of 
great interest, will be sent to Congress soon.

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The Treasury Department has just issued a volume of 
“Decisions of the Comptroller of the Treasury,” which 
should prove interesting to pay officers. It contains all 
of the decisions rendered between Oct. 1 awd Dec. 31, 
1905, by Robert J. Tracewell, comptroller, and Leander P. 
Mitchell, assistant comptroller. 
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Judge Magoon, the capable and popular Governor of 
the Panama Canal Zone, in the course of a hearing be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Inter-Oceanic Canals on 
Feb. 10, spoke briefly of one condition in the canal terri- 
tory which is bound sooner or later to become a matter 
of grave concern. There is no trial by jury in the Canal 
Zone, and in reply to a question whether a one-man 
court, such as are now established, could deny to an 
American citizen his inherent right to a jury trial when 
charged with a capital offense, Governor Magoon said: 
“That presents a very serious question.” We refer to 
this matter now for the reason that it is a reminder that 
a still graver condition prevails in the Philippines. The 
civil courts in the islands are also one-man affairs, a 
single individual exercising the functions of both judge 
and jury. ‘Those tribunals claim jurisdiction in matters 
involving the life and liberty of citizens of ‘the United 
States—a jurisdiction utterly unknown to our Consti- 
tution and hostile to the whole spirit of our institutions. 
This has been enforced, too, in a manner which appears 
to be both arbitrary and indefensible. In one case, for 
example, an enlisted man of the Army who, while on sen- 
try duty, shot and killed a native who approached him 
with a bolo drawn as if to attack him, and who was tried 
and acquitted by court-martial, was thereupon arrested at 
the instance of a civil judge who convicted him and sen- 
tenced him to twelve years’ imprisonment. A curious 
feature of this case is the fact that immediately after the 
killing the defendant was placed in arrest by the military 
authorities who went before the civil magistrate and 
asked his advice as to whether the man should be tried 
by court-martial or by the civil tribunal. The judge de- 
cided that the case was properly one for a court-martial 
which was therefore convened. That body, after a care- 
ful examination of the evidence, acquitted the accused, 
who was thereupon arrested by order of the same civil 
judge, who convicted him of murder in the second degree 
and imposed sentence as already noted. Another case 
was that of an officer cf the Army ranking first in his 
grade who, on conviction of embezzling some $1,600 of 
public funds, was sentenced to prison for forty-five years, 
which, at his age, is equivalent to a life term. These 
men are both citizens of the United States. They were 
in the Philippines not of their volition, but in obedience 
to the orders of their government, and we contend that 
they were on a different footing from that of persons en- 
tering the islands of their own accord. Yet both have 
been condemned to imprisonment by courts whose juris- 
diction is nowhere recognized in our institutions -and 
without that due process of law which is guaranteed to 
every citizen. These cases will ultimately reach the Su- 
preme Court of the United States on appeal, and if that 
tribunal should uphold the action of the court below, it 
would simply mean that an officer or enlisted man of the 
Army who obeyed an order detailing him for service in 
the Philippines thereby forfeited one of his fundamental 
rights as an American citizen. To establish that doctrine 
would add a new peril to military service in the islands, 
in that it would expose every member of the Army sta- 
tioned there to the danger of tyranny and oppression at 
the hands of courts which have neither precedent nor 
parallel in our judiciary. In other words, the “very seri- 
ous question” which, in Governor Magoon’s opinion, may 
rise in the Panama Canal Zone, has already arisen in 
the Philippines and it must be settled. The American 
soldier serving in the islands is entitled to the same treat- 
ment from the civil courts there that he may rightfully 
demand in the United States. His rights in that respect 
cannot be vitiated by the mere act of his obedience to the 
orders of his government, and it would be a monstrous in- 
justice if they could be. The notion that his life may be 
taken or his liberty curtailed on the finding of a court in 
which one man is both judge and jury is at once atrocious 
and absurd. American sovereignty under which such 
things are possible is not American sovereignty at all.

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During the stay of the Coast Squadron of the At- 
lantic Fleet in the port of Charleston, S.C., the Com- 
mander-in-chief, Rear Admiral Francis W. Dickins, 
U.S.N., and his fellow officers, have labored most ef- 
fectively to interest tue people of that city and the 
South at large in naval affairs. Admiral Dickins has 
missed no opportunity to convince the South that the 
Navy is a national and not a sectional institution, that 
its growth and efficiency are of equal importance to every 
portion of the country, and that it should have one or 
more of its larger bases on the South Atlantic seaboard. 
He is greatly impressed with the advantages of Charles- 
ton as the site for such a base, and has officially and 
unofficially declared in favor of its establishment at that 
port, as will appear from the article on “Charleston and 
Its Harbor,’ which appears on another page. The result 
of the admiral’s frank and kindly utterance has been to 
awaken a larger and more intelligent interest in naval 
affairs among the people of the South Atlantic States, 
and this interest has received frequent and enthusiastic 
expression on various occasions since the admiral and 
his squadron sailed into Charleston on Nov. 29 of last 
year. The Charleston News and Courier, in an article 
published Feb. 12, the day before the squadron sailed 
from that port, said: “We cannot let Admiral Dickins 
and his officers and men leave home for a little while 
without saying to them how much the people of Charles- 
ton have enjoyed having them here this winter. They 
have made thousands of friends for the Navy and have 
rendered a service to this community which cannot 
be reckoned in money or expressed in words. There 
has not been an untoward incident to mar the happy 
weeks it has spent here. The firing of the rising and 
retiring guns will be missed to-night and to-morrow morn- 
ing, and every night and morning until the ships come 
back home about the middle of March, to resume their 
work and to delight the hearts of their own people; for 
it is true that they have been thoroughly assimilated 
into the life of this community.

Unwarranted criticism has been made of the War De- 
partment for approving the sentence of dismissal in the 
ease of Lieutenant Buchanan, who was tried at Gover- 
nors Island recently on the charge of drunkenness and of 


breaking his pledge, and allowing Lieut. Kent Browning, 
who was tried on the charge of drunkenness, to resign 
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“for the good of the Service.” As a matter of fact, there 
was considerable difference between these cases and the 
charge that influence had its weight in the decision of the 
Secretary of War to allow Kent Browning to resign, is 
denied. Powerful influence was brought to bear to se- 
cure Browning’s retention in the Service, and the Secre- 
tary of War was forced to stand off the entire Ohio Con- 
gressional delegation. He was allowed to resign “for the 
good of the Service” +because the drunkenness of which 
he was convicted was his first offense and his previous 
record had been very good. This was not Buchanan’s 
first offense, and he was tried not only for drunkenness, 
but for violating a pledge given by him to his brother 
officers that he would not drink any more. He was con- 
victed on both charges.

ARMY RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Major Gen. Adolphus W. Greely, U.S.A., recently 
promoted, was born in Massachusetts, March 27, 1844, 
and served through the Civil War, first as private, cor- 
poral and first sergeant in the 19th Mass. Volunteers; 
next as a first lieutenant ‘and captain in the 81st U.S. 
Colored Infantry, and was honorably mustered out March 
22, 1867. He received the brevet of major for faithful 
and meritorious services during the war. He entered 
the Regular Army as a second lieutenant in the 36th In- 
fantry in March, 1867, and in July, 1869, was assigned 
to the 5th Cavalry. He was promoted first lieutenant in 
May, 1873; captain in June, 1886, and jumped from the 
latter rank to brigadier general and Chief Signal Officer 
of the Army, March 3, 1887. In 1883 he went on a 
memorable expedition to the Arctic regions, in which 
he and his party experienced the most frightful suffer- 
ing, and a number of lives were lost. General Greely 
proved a most able chief signal officer, and under his 


direction the corps has been brought to the highest state 
of perfection, 

Col. James Allen, Signal Corps, U.S.A., appointed 
Brigadier General and Chief Signal Officer of the Army, 
vice Greely promoted, was born in Indiana, Feb. 13, 
1849, and was appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A., July 
1, 1868. He was commissioned a second lieutenant and 
assigned to the 3d Cavalry, June 14, 1872. He served 
as assistant instructor of Artillery tactics at West Point 
after graduation, and was subsequently on frontier duty 
at Fort Fetterman until May, 1875. After reaching 
his captaincy in 1888, he went some two years later in 
the Signal Corps. He reached the grade of major in 
July, 1898; lieutenant colonel in December, 1899, and 
colonel in July, 1904. During the war with Spain he 
was appointed lieutenant colonel and Chief Signal Officer 
of Volunteers, and in 1901 was appointed brigadier gen- 
eral of Volunteers. 

Col. P. Henry Ray, 11th U.S. Inf., promoted brigadier 
general and retired, joined the 2d Wisconsin Volunteers 
May 7, 1861, and served through the Civil War, being 
honorably mustered out as a captain in the 1st Wiscon- 
sin Heavy Artillery June 26, 1865. He was subse- 
quently appointed captain in the 6th U.S. Veteran In- 
fantry. He was appointed a second lieutenant in the 
33d U.S. Infantry, March 7, 1867; was transferred to 
the 8th Infantry in May, 1869, promoted first lieutenant 
Dec. 31, 1875; captain, May 27, 1889; appointed colonel 
of the 3d U.S. Volunteer Infantry in May, 1898; pro- 
moted major, 8th U.S. Infantry, March 2, 1899; lieu- 
tenant colonel, 7th Infantry, Dee. 8, 1901; was trans- 
ferred to the 8th Infantry in May, 1902, and was pro- 
moted colonel in ‘the 4th Infantry, Aug. 12, 1908. Gen- 
eral Ray conducted an important expedition to the Are- 
tic, and returned safely with his entire party. He is a 
native of Wisconsin, and was born May 8, 1842. 

Lieut. Col. Palmer G. Wood, U.S.A., appointed briga- 
dier general and to be retired, vice Birkhimer advanced 
to be retired, was born in New York June 2, 1848, and 
entered the military service Oct. 28, 1864, as a second 
lieutenant in the 7th California Volunteers and was mus- 
tered out as first lieutenant in April, 1866. He was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant in the 5th U.S. Infantry 
Feb. 23, 1866; was promoted first lieutenant in January, 
1867; assigned to the 12th Infantry July 14, 1869, and 
resigned in May, 1873. He was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the 12th Infantry March 1, 1877; was promot- 
ed first lieutenant Oct. 16, 1882; captain, Dee. 11, 1893; 
major, 28th Infantry, Feb, 2, 1901, and lieutenant colonel 
in October, 1905. During the war in the Philippines in 
1899 he served as a major in the 41st U.S. Infantry. 

Lieut. Col. Henry A. Reed, Art. Corps, U.S.A., ap- 
pointed brigadier general and retired, vice Wood, was 
born in New York June 23, 1844, and served during the 
Civil War as sergeant, first sergeanrt and first lieutenant 
in the 24th Wisconsin Volunteers until mustered out in 
February, 1865. He was appointed a cadet at the U.S. 
M.A., Sept. 1, 1866, and was commissioned second lieu- 
tenant and assigned to the 2d Artillery June 15, 1870. 
He reached the grade of captain in the 5th Artillery in 
March, 1898; major, Artillery Corps, in August, 1901, 
and lieutenant colonel in September, 1905. During the 
Civil War he served in the battles of Perryville and Stone 
River (where wounded) in 1862, Chattanooga campaign, 
Chickamauga (where wounded), defense of Chattanooga 
and battle of Missionary Ridge, East Tennessee cam- 
paign and pursuit of enemy from Knoxville and battle 
of Nashville. 

Lieut. Col. William E. Birkhimer, Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
confirmed by the Senate on Feb. 9 as brigadier general 
and to be retired, vice Grant appointed major general, 
was born in Ohio March 1, 1848, and served in the Civil 
War as a private in the 4th Iowa Volunteers from March, 
1864, to August, 1865. He was appointed a cadet at the 
U.S.M.A. Sept. 1, 1866, and was graduated and promoted 
in the Army to second lieutenant, 3d Artillery, June 15, 
1870. He reached his captaincy in February, 1898, and 
in July, 1899, he was appointed colonel of the 28th U.S. 
Volunteer Infantry, which performed efficient service in 
the Philippines. He was promoted major in the Artillery 
Corps in August, 1901, and lieutenant colonel in May, 
1905. He is an honor graduate of the Artillery School, 
class of 1873, and holds the degree of LL.B., University 
of Oregon, 1889. He has among other duties served at 
the Military Academy as assistant professor of natural 
and experimental philosophy, and assistant instructor of 
Artillery tactics, and in 1880 was in charge of military 
telegraph lines in Washington and Idaho Territories. 

Col. Frank Thorp, Art. Corps, U.S.A., retired on Feb. 
9 upon his own application after more than forty years’ 
service, with the rank of brigadier general, served during 
the Civil War as a second lieutenant in the 28th Maine 
and also the Ist Maine Volunteers. He was appointed 
a_second lieutenant in the 5th U.S. Artillery May 11, 
1866. He is a graduate of the Artillery School, class of 
1875. He reached the grade of major in January, 1901,

HOW TO HAVE A CONTENTED ARMY. 


The account of desertion at Fort Riley calls attention 
to a report on the subject of desertions made from Chi- 
cago, Ill., March 2, 1894, by Edmund Rice, now a briga- 
dier general on the retired list of the Army. In this re- 
port General Rice said: 

“T have the honor to recommend that hereafter recruits 
when enlisted be sent to the nearest military post and 
regularly assigned to one of the companies of a regiment 
at the station for instruction, drill and discipline. If 
at any time during the two months’ course of preliminary 
drill and instruction the recruit proves in any way un- 


desirable for the military service, it is recommended that 
he be brought before a board of three officers, consisting 
of the commanding officer, or a field officer of the line, if 
one be present at the post ; a medical officer and one other 
disinterested officer for examination, recommendation and 
report as to the advisability of retaining the recruit for 
further service. 1f the board should recommend his dis- 
charge, an easy and prompt method should be devised by 
which the Service could get rid of the man promptly and 
with the least expense to the Government, The action 
of the department commander upon the proceedings of 
the board should be final and would save time and delay 
required if the same had to be transmitted te the War 
Department at Washington. 

“After a recruit has served two months, if examined 
and found proficient in the school of the soldier, he be 
allowed to file an application for a transfer to one of the 
adjacent regiments that have vacancies. * * * Ap- 
plications for transfer would come from men who had 
from ten to thirty months to serve, preference being given 
to those who had served at the station the longest period 
of time, provided they have not less than ten months to 
serve when they reach their new regiment, and that the 
cost of transportation would not exceed a certain amount. 
The men who have had their applications for transfer ap- 
proved to be forwarded at once without escort to their 
new stations. In this way men can be moved gradually 
westward with comparatively little cost for transporta- 
tion, content with their lot, as they have asked for this 
assignment, and those who are ambitious and educated 
will have an opportunity to serve probably, during their 
first enlistment, in all three arms of the Service, and they 
are therefore model soldiers of the Army. 

“If this new method of receiving and caring for re- 
cruits could be adopted the men would be better satisfied 
with their vocation and all the regiments could be kept 
filled to their maximum, These transfers of the intel- 
ligent men would be the making of a thinking Army with 
American ideas and American principles, and our soldiers 
would be of the best material in the country, and trans- 
fers would come from the overflow caused by recruits who 
had been assigned to regiments stationed at posts in 
thickly populated districts. 

“Instead of three depots for recruits as we have to-day, 
in case of war there would be as many hundred. This 
proposed method of obtaining recruits and distributing 
them would dispense with the present depots for recruits, 
and the Government would gain three large desirable 
posts which would each accommodate the headquarters 
and the greater portion of a regiment. 

“Two classes of recruits are wanted for the Army; 
first, the university or college graduate, who will serve 
one or two enlistments, passing by transfer through the 
three arms of the Service, receiving practical military in- 
struction, and afte? he has returned to civil life should 
he join the National Guard as an officer, he can impart 
his knowledge and experience obtained in the Regular 
a at the expense of the Government to the State 
militia. 

“Second, the young man of education who joins from 
the city and the country, to remain in service for life, 
once a soldier, always a soldier. 

“Since the present system of recruiting originated, 
great advancement has been made in the mail service in 
all sections of the country. Every able-bodied man can, if 
he wishes to enlist, apply for a position as a soldier in 
the Army by letter. Applicants from any portion of the 
country could be furnished with a blank application, 
which would give him weeks, if necessary, to consider the 
subject. When received it should be filled out in the ap- 
plicant’s own hand and returned to the recruiting officer, 
and, if satisfactory, the applicant should be permitted 
to call at the recruiting office for his final examination, 
and if this rule is enforced there would be no further 
necessity for post schools for enlisted men, except for 
purely military instruction, as the standard of the Army 
would be raised at once. 

“Under the proposed system recruits could be sent the 
day they enlisted to the nearest point where there was a 
military station and assigned to a company, which would 
save the expense of transporting them several hundred 
miles to the recruiting depot, where they would lose three 
months’ service, or more, to the regiment before they 
joined it. 

“Tf all the recruits for the Army are assigned to regi- 
ments at the place where they are enlisted, thousands of 
dollars now expended annually in transportation could 
be saved. * * * 

“With the present rules and regulations in force there 
is no hope of a transfer or change, and if the recruits 
are educated, thinking men, they become dissatisfied sol- 
diers, not with the Army, but with the monotony of their 
present station. The impossibility of transfer discour- 
ages a young American in his twenties, and the Army 
loses some of its best men by desertion. Americans have 
a feeling of unrest ond a certain percentage of them in 
the Army could, without additional cost to the Govern- 
ment, have a change several times during their enlist- 
ment; it is better to move the men than the regiment. 
Men who re-enlist, as a rule, apply for a different station 
from the one they have just left. There is another class 
who want to remain in the regiment they are first as- 
signed to, which they consider their home, but this num- 
ber is small compared to the restless, active soldier who 
is always looking forward to a move. * * #* 

“We cannot expect to enlist and keep intelligent men 
in the ranks of onr Army unless we treat them in an in- 
telligent manner.”

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CATECHISM ON ELIMINATION. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

What benefit is rapid promotion to any officer if he 
may be retired when he reaches the next grade on pay 
that will not support himself and family? 


What justice can there be in depriving a man of his 
profession and only means of livelihood after his services 
have been accepted for twelve or fifteen years? 

Why did not stagnation in promotion prevent us from 
having an efficient Army previous to the Spanish-Ameri- 
ean war under the present system of promotion when pro- 
motion was a great deal slower than it is to-day? 

Cana board of general officers arrive at a just esti- 
mate of any officer’s ability or a comparative estimate of 
the efficiency of all officers of any grade from their med- 
iéal records and efficiency reports, and, if so, from what 
information therein contained? 

Would it be fair for a board of general officers to elim- 
inate an officer for a bad medical record incident to the 
Service with 20 per cent. of his pay, and for an examin- 
ing board to retire another officer with possibly two years 
more service with 75 per cent. of his pay? 

Will it be an inducement for good officers to come in 
the Service when they know that they will be eliminated 
the first time their efficiency and medical records fall 
among the worst few in any grade? 

What security has any officer for a comfortable exist- 
ence when he knows that his health, medical record, and 
commission are in jeopardy every time he goes to the 
Philippine Islands? 

After a system of elimination has been in force a few 
years ang all the inefficient officers have been ‘weeded 
out,” will it not be necessary to retire officers of experi- 
ence and ability by elimination in order to create the re- 
quired number of vacancies and make room at the bot- 
tom of the list for inexperienced, untested, second lieu- 
tenants? 

How is it that this process of exchanging the tried for 
the untried is going to increase the efficiency of the Army 
and work no injustice to the man who has devoted the 
best years of his life to the service of his Government? 

Is it not only possible, but quite probable, that a few 
years of elimination will bring the Army to a condition 
when but few vacancies will occur naturally and almost 
the entire number of required vacancies must be created 
artificially by elimiration? Who can say then that val- 
uable and able officers and the Service will not suffer ac- 
cordingly ? 

How many Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery officers will 
be pauperized annually by elimination? 

Will not the commission of every officer in the Army 
be placed on such a basis of insecurity by elimination 
that he wili be compelled to divert his mind from his du- 
ties and seek knowledge in some profession by which he 
can earn the means of support for himself and family in 
ease he should be the next victim of the law?

EXAMI NATION FOR PROMOTION. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The Service is certainly to be congratulated on the de- 
cision of the Secretary of War in the matter of promo- 
tion by selection, but it is, of course, what everyone ex- 
pected. I believe there are as many officers who believe 
in elimination as there are those who oppose first, last 
ond all the time any scheme of promotion by selection, 
but, is the best method to eliminate by making the mental 
examination for promotion more severe? I think not. 
An officer should not object to a good, stiff mental exami- 
nation for promotion, but there are officers in the Service 
who can pass such an examination and yet are entirely 
unfit for promotion. There are those who can not 
trusted with any important duty; they are intemperate, 
indifferent and inattentive to all duties. They simply 
drift along doing nothing particularly bad and nothing 
exceptionally well, and about examination time they brace 
up for a spell and by burning the midnight oil and cram- 
ming for a few weeks are sometimes able to lead in a 
book examination over officers whose average percentage 
for efficiency is many times greater. It can easily be 
known and, in most cases, is known when an officer is or- 
dered up for examination whether or not he should be 
promoted. 

The manner in which an officer performs his every-day 
routine duties, his habits, the result of any special work 
given him, his record in garrison school or any of the 
Service schools, his method of handling men and the effi- 
ciency of his command can be, and should be, of record 
and there would always be at hand a far more accurate es- 
timate of the character, capabilities and general efficiency 
and fitness of all officers than that determined by any ex- 
amination as now conducted. In the rating of officers, 
those who are markedly efficient in handling troops and 
in practical work should always be placed a little above 
those who are behind in these essentials, but rank high 
in scholastic learning. The command of troops is the 
most important duty that ever falls to an officer. 

Efficiency reports (not those made by the officer him- 
self, and a bon-fire should be made of all such that are 
now on file in the War Department) should have much 
weight, but it would not be safe to rely entirely on these. 
Opinions from many sources should be obtained and in- 
spectors could and should find out more than they do. An 
officer who is without force, who is carping and vacillat- 
ing and has not the temperament for command should not 
be permitted to reach the next grade on the active list. 

Instead of making the examination more severe would 
it not be a far better scheme to exempt from examination 
for promotion those officers who have been proficient in 
their work since the last promotion? It would undoubt- 
edly have the effect of stimulating officers to keep up a 
high standard at all times and the habitually shiftless 
would have a chance to fall in and make a daily im- 
provement in their ways instead of taking a temporary 
“brace” just before examination, as is now the case. If 
they failed to grasp the opportunity, examination time 
would surely come for them, and promotion should be de- 
nied them, no matter how brilliant a showing they might 
make, ~ 

The new scheme at West Point of passing a cadet to 
the next higher class without examination, provided his 
work has been entirely satisfactory throughout the year, 
has proved of great value, and I firmly believe that a sim- 
ilar rule for the promotion of officers would lead to a 
much higher daily average of efficiency than now exists 
in the Service. There is no question that one will work 
hard and earnestly daily for a long period of time to es- 
eape an examination, although it be felt that by taking 
things easy and .doing some severe cramming for a week 
or so beforehand, a fairly creditable showing might be 
made at the examination. 

In this article I have referred merely to mental exami- 
nations. There should be a very severe physical test prior 
to every promotion. 

This question of examination for promotion could well 








be put into the hands of a committee of the General Staff. 
No mistake would be made in promoting, without exami- 
nation, an officer who was at the time and who had been 
for years performing his duties in a manner entirely sat- 
isfactory to both superiors and inferiors and whom many 
superiors had put on record as being thoroughly compe- 
tent and fit in every way for advancement.

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INJUSTICE TO THE ARTILLERY. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Is the Artillery Corps represented in the composition 
of the General Staff? Statistics show that it is, but who 
would believe it possible? This body of officers, who in 
their own hearts believe a great injustice was worked on 
a large number of young officers in 1901, deliberately 
frame a bill to duplicate this injustice. No such amend- 
ment to this bill, as was cited in the issue of the JouR- 
NAL of Feb. 3, will remedy the proposed hardship. Why 
should an officer who was selected to serve in the Artil- 
lery, and who has served faithfully, be punished by being 
twice prevented from having that which should be his, 
and not only be prevented from having it, but that in- 
ducements should be offered to others to leave the arm of 
the Service they have selected to receive it. A few repe- 
titions of the kind of legislation the Artillery had in 1901, 
we now being threatened with a similar sort, and lieuten- 
ants of Artillery will need no elimination law, for those 
with any ambition will seek a walk of life where there 
are some prospects. It is certain that consideration does 
not reach you in the Artillery until you have two bars on 
your shoulders, otherwise why is it advisable to make 
lieutenants of Cavalry and Infantry captains, no less, of 
Artillery, and not captains of Cavalry and Infantry ma- 
jors of Artillery under like conditions? Has the Cavalry 
or Infantry ever been increased and provision made for 
the transfer of lieutenants of Artillery to these arms 
even as lieutenants? Begin your considerations for the 
interests of the Artilleryman with the grade of captain 
and you can readily answer these questions. 

Pass one law to eliminate the physically, mentally or 
morally decrepit, and another which is a self-eliminator 
of the vigorous and ambitious, and you will at best have 
a mediocre condition for the ideal. Of course provision 
is made in this efficiency bill for the examination of offi- 
cers before transfer, but according to the proposed law 
the examination is not to be the prescribed one but “one 
to be prescribed,”’ and we all know what that means. The 
writer knows of one instance in 1901 where a second lieu- 
tenant of Infantry became a second lieutenant of Artil- 
lery, and then almost immediately a first lieutenant, all 
on the transfer examination which consisted of two ques- 
tions, one asking how many caissons there were in a field 
battery and the other whether or not he thought he 
would like the Artillery service. The first question was 
answered incorrectly and the second correctly. The trans- 
fer was made and subsequently the promotion “without 
further examination due to the rigid examination for 
transfer.”” And so will this examination be rigid.

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CHARLESTON AND ITS HARBOR. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The Chamber of Commerce of Charleston requests the 
publication in the columns of your widely circulated and 
influential JOURNAL of the enclosed extracts from the 
speech of Rear Admiral F. W. Dickins, and from the 
letter of Comdr. C. McR. Winslow, as matters of interest 


to your numerous readers. These two officers of the U.S. 
Navy are well known and their statements as to facts 
coming under their personal cognizance cannot be ques- 





tioned. Your compliance with our request will confer a - 


oe upon the Chamber and upon J, Adger Smyth, presi- 
ent. 

The extract from Admiral Dickins’s excellent speech 
referred to here is as follows: 

It was with the greatest gratification that I learned that 
the plan of work which I recommended to the Navy De- 
partment for the Coast Squadron to perform during this 
winter met with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Navy. The plan, in general, was to make Charleston the 
headquarters of the Coast Squadron, and with the ves- 
sels of the squadron, to develop the coast line of the 
United States from the Chesapeake south to the Gulf, in 
order to ascertain all the resources along the coast that 
might be available and be made use of in time of war. 
It has been exceedingly fortunate for the Coast Squadron 
that there was such a port as Charleston to select as 
our headquarters. 

It has proved to be an ideal place for the work we have 
in hand. The harbor is a commodious one, and the 
water on the bar will now permit any of our battleships 
to enter this port. The flagship Texas has the distinc- 
tion of being the first battleship to enter this port. As 
is well known, there is about thirty feet on the bar at 
high water. 

After entering the harbor fifty battleships, with twenty- 
six feet draft, can be anchored in Charleston harbor, at 
single anchor, 400 yards apart, with a scope of forty-five 
fathoms of chain. Sixty-five battleships with the same 
draft, and with the same scope of chain can be moored 
in Charleston harbor, 1,000 feet apart. Thirty-five battle- 
ships can be moored above the Battery. 

The new navy vard, now under construction at Charles- 
ton, is about seven miles up the Cooper river from the 
Battery. Twenty-eight feet can be carried to the yard 
at high water. The naval reservation has about 1,200 
acres, and a water front of about one mile and one- 
quarter. The climate of Charleston is a genial one in the 
winter months, free from prolonged freezing weather. 
and such a climate that workmen can be employed out 
doors all the year round. The resources of the city are 
ample to provide for the personnel of a large number of 
vessels. All of these conditions would seem to indicate 
that this place is well worthy of the fostering care of 
the Government in the interest of a great naval station. 
Strategically, the Charleston Navy Yard is nearer our 
bases in the West Indies than any other yard on the 
mainland; it is a little nearer the Panama canal than 
Galveston, and about 100 miles nearer than New Orleans. 

In a letter dated Jan. 21, 1906, Comdr. C. McR. Wins- 
law, commanding U.S.S. Charleston, said: 

No difficulty was experienced in entering or leaving the 
harbor of Charleston. The ship entered the harbor at 
high water and left at very near low water, the flood 
tide just commencing to make. It was dark before 
reaching the Cumming Point range when leaving the har- 
bor, so the passage through part of the channel within 
the jetties and over the bar was made in darkness and 
with no moonlight. 

The ship was drawing a little more than twenty-four 
feet of water on our arrival, and a little less on our 
departure. There was no pilot on board while entering 
or leaving the port, and the ship was navigated entirely 
on information obtained from the Government charts. 


There was no indication while passing through the jetties 
and over the bar, either by stirring up mud or sluggish- 
ness in steering, that the vessel was in shoal water. A 
eareful examination of the chart convinces me that the 
harbor of Charleston is ample for the maintenance of a 
large commerce. 


At the present time I can see no rea- 


son why vessels should not load to a draft of thirty 
feet and pass out of the harbor with safety. 


TWENTY-FIVE YEAR RETIREMENT. 


To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

With reference to the long-proposed twenty-five year 
retirement law asked for by the enlisted men of Uncle 
Sam’s Army (who know that European countries retire 


their soldiers after twenty-one years of continuous ser- 
vice), I have a few suggestions to make as to wherein 
this measure would benefit the Service and the soldier. 

It would lead to general contentment and making more 
room for promotions to help improve the enlisted man’s 
position, I am at present only a private, but like al) 
men with good and proper intentions, I certainly hope 
for promotion some day that will be worth something. 
Ten to fifteen thousand men (in the Artillery), who 
have no chance for double time nor twenty per cent. in- 
crease either, would be benefited with some of what many 
others enjoy now. 

Greatest value—the retention of the Coast Artillery- 
men in their branch. No matter how little a man may 
be trained in this arm, none knows more the value of 
keeping him than the Artillery themselves, every one. 
The N.C. officers, on whom much of the continual grind 
of teaching and training falls, get discouraged with the 
knowledge that the majority in his branch finally “pul) 
out” for the Infantry. The writer of this will surely 
“pull out” for the Infantry when his present enlistment 
expires, to get a chance at some of the “double time” 
and 20 per cent. increase, though I much prefer the 
branch in which I have been trained and know. I believe 
with many others that lots of good Artillerymen would 
ask to be transferred back to their “native” branch if 
the twenty-five year bill should become a law. 

The abolition of ‘double time” would about even up 
the expense of retired list salaries incurred by reducing 
the term to twenty-five years; it can easily be figured 
out that after a while retirements would become even 
less frequent with twenty-five years than under the pres- 
ent system.

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RETIREMENT PROMOTION FOR NON-COMS. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It is well known in the Army that every enlisted man 
of the 50,000-odd in the Service cannot aspire to the 
position of post N.C.S. officer, as there are not enough 
positions to go round, and the majority of the present 
incumbents of these positions are unwilling to retire, until 
requested to do so by gentle hints from their post com- 
manders, being ordered to undesirable stations, ete. 

In justice to the 50,000-odd mentioned I would sug- 
gest the following: Advance every enlisted man a step 
upon retirement, as is now done with officers with Civil 
War records. For example: Promote privates to cor- 
poral with pay and allowances of that grade upon re- 
tirement; corporal to sergeant with pay, ete.; sergeant 
to first sergeant with pay, etc.; first sergeant to post 
N.C.S. officer with pay, etc.; post N.C.S.O. to chief 
musician with pay, etc., and so on up the list. 

This, it is believed, would stimulate promotion for de- 
serving old soldiers, as the ordnance sergeant, commis- 
sary sergeant, etc., would have nothing to gain by re- 
maining in the Service and quite a number of men who 
have no hope at present, would have a reasonable pros- 
pect of reaching P.N.C.S. rank before retirement.

TO HONOR GENERAL MACOMB. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

A recent order from the War Department gives the 
names for certain military reservations, batteries, etc., 
in honor of officers of the Army who achieved distinc- 
tion in their profession. I therefore deem it timely to 
express the surprise I’ve had at the fact that what is 
now known as Plattsburg Barracks has not been official- 
ly named Fort Macomb. The barracks are situated on 
the identical peninsula where our troops in 1814, under 
General Alex. J. Macomb, so bravely withstood the at- 
tacks of the British, while McDonough, just a mile dis- 
tant on Lake Champlain, was whipping the enemy on 
water. General Macomb was a soldier in every respect. 
With 4,700 men (including 3,200 volunteers) he decisive- 
ly whipped General Prevost’s force of over 14, 
British, many of the latter being veterans under Well- 
ington’s training. 

A perusal of the following works will show that 
Macomb’s fight was no small one, and that everything 
possible should be done to commemorate him and his vic- 
tory: Battle of Plattsburg, Clark; Glory of America, 
Thomas; Lake Champlain and its Shores, Murray; 
Souvenir Edition, Plattsburg Press; War of 1812, John- 
son; Naval Actions of 1812, Barnes; Naval War of 1812, 
Roosevelt; Report on Canadian Archives, Brymner; War 
of 1812, Mahan. I hope the War Department will 
change the name of the reservation to Fort Macomb.

FIRING SHIPS’ GUNS. 

The system of drawing the electric current for firing the 
guns from the dynamos of the ship was introduced in a 
general way into the British navy with the advent of the 
County class of cruiser. It has proved so successful, how- 


ever, that all the ships now under construction will be 
fitted to fire their guns by this means, and the authorities 
are so convinced of its superiority over the old firing-cell 
method that they have determined to introduce it into all 
battleships and large cruisers which still find a place in 
the first fighting line. 

The system, introduced at first for the larger guns only, 
is now being arranged to fire the small quick-firers; and 
the number of missfires is being reduced to a minimum. 
One of the most satisfactory features of last year’s gun- 
layers’ test competition is, like that of the battle practice 
for the same period, the position of many of the flagships 
at the head of their respective fleets and squadrons. We 
now have the Exmouth, Bulwark and Leviathan heading 
the gunlayers’ test of the Channel, Mediterranean and 
Third Cruiser Squadrons, with splendid records, credit- 
able alike to all concerned. In the Atlantic and China 
fleets the flagships hold a disappointing place in these 
tests, and in other fleets they are further down the list 
than is consistent with their natural place at the head of 
their fleets in all practices and evolutions. The flagship’s 
officers are generally a picked lot, and great things are 
naturally expected of them. As a fleet, the tenders, which 
are classed together and are all torpedo gunboats carry- 
ing two 4.7-inch guns, and nearly all of which are en- 
gaged in connection with the training of reserves and fish- 
ery duties, are last on the list with a very poor all-round 
average.—Correspondence in London Globe. 
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The tests which are about to be made of the wireless 
telegraph system between San Juan, Guantanamo, Key 
West, Colon and Pensacola will be preliminary to the 
acceptance by the Navy Department of the system which 
las been installed under a contract by the De Forrest 
Wireless Telegraph Company. ‘The contract calls for a 
system of communication. The Navy Department pro- 
poses to hold the company strictly to this contract and 
the test will be most severe, beginning half an hour be- 
fore sunrise each morning and ending three quarters of 
an hour after sunrise. In the evening the work will be 
inken up again half an hour before sunset and continue 
until three-quarters of an hour after. Messages will be 
sent every fifteen minutes from one station to another. 
or some reason unknown to the wireless experts the 
jours set aside for the test are the hardest of all the day 
to keep up communication and it is expected that con- 
siderable difficulty will be experienced. ‘The naval wire- 
less telegraph experts are getting a good deal of encour- 
agement out of a report which came to the Bureau of 
Mquipment recently announcing that the station at San 
Juan has heard from Key West, 1,000 miles away, in 
ihe middle of the day. San Juan caught a number of 
words and a sentence or two from the station at Key 
West between 12 m. and 2 p.m. on Jan. 24. The com- 
inunication would doubtless have been better had not 
‘here been a good deal of interference. The message sent 
from San Juan was the longest ever sent in the day time. 
The vagaries of wireless telegraphy are getting beyond the 
omprehension of the officers of the Navy, who are work- 
ing with it. For instance, on Feb, 11 the Washington 
Navy Yard heard the station at Norfolk for the first time 
since the system was established. The distance is com- 
paratively very short and messages have been sent many 
iimes as far, but the Washington and Norfolk stations 
aad never before been in direct communication. Just 
why, the experts do not know. The results reached by 
the Navy system have been so unexpected and astounding 
‘hat the officers in charge have thrown up their hands, 
and now they expect almost anything to happen at any 
time. The Bureau of Equipment received a report on 
Keb. 15 that the new wireless station at Point Agruello, 
Cal., has been established and is in working order. Com- 
munication has already been had between the Mare Isl- 
and Navy Yard station and vessels of the Pacific station 
at San Diego via the new station at Point Agruello. 
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The Senate on Feb. 14 passed the Ship Subsidy bill, 
S. 529, “to promote the national defense, to create a 
force of naval volunteers, to establish American ocean 
mail lines to foreign markets, to promote commerce, and 
to provide revenue from tonnage.” ‘The New York 
Evening Post, which has consistently opposed the bill, 
says: “If the Ship Subsidy bill had a chance of passing 
the House, it would not have passed the Senate. It is 
so perfectly understood that Speaker Cannon and _ the 
Ifouse leaders will not touch it, that the Senate felt it 
safe, after a perfunctory debate, to let it come to a vote. 
It is a bad bill, so vicious in some of its features that 
five Republican Senators refused to vote for this party 
measure; but almost worse than the bill itself is this re- 
prehensible way of playing fast and loose with legisla- 
tion. One year the House passes a bill which it knows 
the Senate will kill; next year it is the Senate’s turn. 
Senator Gallinger and his fellows will now say to the 
ship owners that they have kept their promise, and paid 
the party debt, and that the trouble-is all with a parsi- 
ionious House. But everyone knows that a Republican 
hill which is so glaringly improper that Senator Spooner 
will not vote for it, had from the first no hope of getting 
through the House.” In favor of the bill it is urged thai 
now that the turbine engine is the new order of construe- 
tion for motive power, Congress should take advantage of 
the new start in motive power when England is com- 
pelled to remake her ocean outfit, so that all nations will 
aave a chance to start even on this, which will throw 
England out of date on her steam propelled ships of the 
past. Engineer-in-Chief Admiral Rae, U.S.N., in the 
Ilerald, sounds the ery for the Navy. The change from 
reciprocating engines to turbines is like that which oc- 
curred before the Civil War from sail to steam. 


_— 
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The Bureau of Navigation do not favor the application 
of Comdr. James H. Oliver, U.S.N., retired, for restora- 
tion to the active list. It says: ‘Commander Oliver, 
retired, of his own volition, under the terms of the ‘Per- 
sonnel Act.’ The object of the law was to bring officers 
to command rank at an earlier age. In pursuance of 
the terms of that law Commander Oliver, together with 
many others, was retired. It is understood that there 
are other officers who retired at the same time Com- 
mander Oliver did that are desirous of returning to the 
active list. The effect of the return of any of these 
officers to the active list, even one, would be toward the 
defeat of the law, and therefore highly objectionable.” 
In forwarding this recommendation to Congress, the 
Secretary of the Navy says: “With reference to the 
provision of the bill that Commander Oliver shall be 
appointed to the grade of commander on the active list, 
‘to take rank at the foot of said grade next after Comdr. 
I’rank M. Bostwick,’ the Bureau invites attention to the 
fact that Commander Bostwick is not now at the foot 
of that grade. It also suggests that if Commander Oliver 
be restored to the active list he be made an extra number, 
us otherwise the grade of commander would be increased 
hy one and would have to be reduced by one before 
further promotions thereto could be made. The De- 
partment concurs generally in the views of the Bureau 
and does not recommend the passage of the proposed 
measure. If, however, the committee should consider 
it favorably, it is suggested that the bill be amended in 
the particulars above noted, and also by striking out the 
preamble.”

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Feb. 12, the anniversary of the birth of Lincoln, was 
celebrated in many States of the Union as a legal holi- 
day and with impressive and appropriate ceremonies. One 
of the most notable events of the day was a masterly and 
eloquent address on Lincoln’s life and character delivered 
by Gen. Horace Porter at a banquet given by the Repub- 
lican Club of New York, at which Gen. Henry FE. Tre- 
main presided. The guests included Major Gens. Daniel 
Kk. Sickles and Frederick D. Grant, both of the Army; 
Gen. Grenville M. Dodge and many gentlemen of dis- 
tinction in public and professional life. General Porter’s 
address besides being lofty and eloquent in tone included 
many reminiscences of Lincoln, which were listened to 
with rapt attention, Another fitting celebration of the 
day was held in Denver under the auspices of the Colo- 
rado Commandery of the Loyal Legion, at which Brig. 
Gen. Richard H. Pratt, U.S.A., read an admirable paper 





on “The Estimate of Lincoln by the Bovs of 1861-5.” 
The day was properly celebrated in many other cities by 
patriotic societies with patriotic exercises. It is a hope- 
ful circumstance that the observance of Feb. 12 as a holi- 
day is becoming more general every year.

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The Military Secretary is advised by telegram of Feb. 
18 from the commanding general, Department of Cali- 
fornia, that the transport Sherman sailed on that date 
from San Francisco for Manila, with the following mili-

The Military Sec- 
retary is also advised by telegram of Feb. 15 from the 
commanding general, Northern Division, that the head- 
quarters, band and 1st Squadron, 2d Cavalrv (11 officers 
and 215 men), arrived on that day at Fort Assinniboine, 
Mont., for station. 
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The Bureau of Construction and Repair has authorized 
the docking of the battleship Oregon at Hong Kong. The 
Oregon has not been in dock for nearly a year and is in 
such a condition that she could scarcely proceed further 
than Honolulu on her way to the United States whither 
she has been ordered. ‘The Oregon will have her hull 
cleaned and will be painted at Hong Kong. She will 
probably depart immediately thereafter for the Bremer- 
ton Navy Yard, where she will be put out of commission 
for a couple of years. The new battleship Rhode Island 
has been ordered in commission on Monday, Feb. 19, at 
the Boston Navy Yard. She will probably not be ready 
for sea before March 1, or perhaps a week or two later. 
Her crew is now on board the Franklin at the Boston 
Navy Yard. During the past week many officers have 
been ordered to the Rhode Island. She was turned over 
to the Navy by the builders on Feb. 12. As soon as she 
can be prepared the Rhode Island will be sent to sea for 
a shaking down, probably going to Hampton Roads. 











At the suggestion of its president, Gen. Geo. W. Win- 
gate, the Athletic League of the city ,of New York has 
undertaken a movement which is in a line with the effort 
being made in England te encourage rifle practice in the 
publie schools. It has installed in each of ten New York 
High Schools a sub-target machine for rifle practice and 
has employed Captain Corwin, I.R.P., 71st N.Y.N.G., as 
a special instructor. As a result about six thousand 
young men of from 15 to 20 years of age are now being 
carefully instructed in rifle shooting. Reports received 
by the National Board indicate that surprisingly suc- 
cessful results are being obtained. The Government has 
loaned ten Krag rifles for use in shooting on the sub- 
targets. Mr. Harry Payne Whitney, a member of the 
League, has presented a $500 trophy which will be con- 
tested for in the spring, and each school will enter a 
team for the competition. It is hoped that a similar 
work will be undertaken in other cities. 
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The Navy Department, like the War Department, is 
making preparations for an outbreak in China, and has 
decided that in the event of a more serious situation 


the entire squadron, under the command of Rear Admiral 
Sigsbee, now eruising in the Mediterranean, will be sent 
to the Asiatic Station. It has already been definitely 


’ decided to send the eruisers Chattanooga and Galveston 


on to the Asiatie Station when the present cruise is 
completed, but that is apart from the trouble in China, 
and the step would have been taken whether conditions 
there were unsettled or not. It has been the intention, 
however. to order the Brooklyn, Admiral Sigsbee’s flag- 
ship, and the Tacoma, to return to the United States 
April 1.  ‘Phese two vessels will be ordered to the 
Asiatic Station if the situation in the Far East gets 
worse.

The bill, S. 3688, introduced in the Senate by Mr. Al- 
providing that an enlisted man retired after thirty 
years’ service in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps, or in 
all, shall in addition to seventy-five per cent. of his pay 
and allowances, receive $6.25 per month in lieu of quar- 
ters, fuel and light, is a measure of simple justice, the 
enactment of which would afford fair consideration for a 
highly deserving class of veterans. The additional amount 
of money required to meet the provisions of the bill would 
be comparatively small, a matter of slight importance to 
the Government, but of very great importance to the in- 
dividuals whom it 1s designed to benefit. We have no 
doubt that if the fate of the bill were to be determined 
by the officers under whom the retired men served, its

passage would be agreed upon by a unanimous vote. Let 
us hope that Congress may be similarly disposed. 
“One of the Vetitioners” writes, saying: “In your 


latest paper, page 669, is an article on the bill now be- 
fore the Senate, in which certain Civil War veterans are 
asking Congress to include them in the benefits provided 
in the Act of 1904 for a grade of additional rank and 
pay for certain war veterans. The article implies that 
the petitioners are asking to be made brigadier generals, 
which is erroneous and likely to be misleading. The offi- 
cers concerned are all of low rank, majors and captains 
only, with average length of service in Civil and Indian 
wars of about thirty years. What they are asking is only 
that they may participate in the benefits of the Act of 
1904—that is advanced from majors and captains to 
lieutenant colonels and majors, which they believe to 
fiave been the intention of Congress in the passage of the 
Act of 1904, and the refusal of which by the executive 
department appears to them an unjust discrimination.”

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According to unofficial figures, the new armored cruiser 
Tennessee on a speed trial off the New England coast on 
Feb, 13, during a four hours’ run, made 22.16 knots, 
which exceeds her contract requirements which calls for 
22 knots. The engineers’ figures show that the Tennessee 
averaged 128 revolutions a minute on the trial. On her 
screw standardization test on Sunday, Feb. 11, the Gov- 
ernment board ascertained that 126.3 revolutions a min- 
ute were necessary to reach the contract speed, After 
the Tennessee had been steaming nearly two hours one of 


the brasses of the crank pin of the main engine was 
dropped, causing a delay of about six hours and necessi- 
tating a second start. The cruiser was then given the full 
four hours’ test and the accident, so far as could be 
learned, did not interfere with her second trial. She ran 
to Boston Light at the conclusion of the run to trans- 
fer the trial board to a tug and proceeded to Philadelphia. 
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“I do not agree,” writes a correspondent, “with the 
opinion of Lieut. Townsend Whelen, expressed in your 
issue of Feb. 3, that the new gun sling cannot be put to 
good use. The way ‘to assemble the sling for the best 
results would be as follows: Take two slings and remove 
buttons and loops. Fasten the hook ends of the sling 
securely together and make a slip-knot in the button end 
of one of them. Then pass this knot around the neck of 
the man who designed the new sling and throw the 
button end of the other sling over the nearest limb of a 
tree and pull hard. Although I have not yet tried the 
new sling in this way, I feel safe in. saying that two 
slings used in this manner would do more good than a 
dozen of the old style used as they ordinarily are.”

The special sub-committee of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs left Washington for Annapolis on Feb. 13 
to make an investigation of conditions, particularly with 
respect to hazing. at the Naval Academy. The sub-com- 
mittee carried with it letters from Secretary Bonaparte 
and from President Roosevelt directing the authorities at. 
the Academy to place at their disposal all papers, docu- 
ments and records connected with the Naval Academy 
and with the recent hazing trials. In the meantime the 
court-martial has adjourned indefinitely. It was to have 
convened again on Feb. 18 after an adjournment lasting 
over examination week. Secretary Bonaparte hopes that 
the investigation by Congress will result in the passage of 
some new hazing laws. 








The Bureau of Construction has recommended that the 
cruiser Cincinnati and the gunboat Raleigh be ordered 
from the Asiatic Station to home. The two ships have 
been in the Far East for three years and the reports con- 
cerning their condition indicate that they are both in 
need of a thorough overhauling and repairs, The Depart- 
ment has net acted on the recommendation and probably 
will not do so until the situation in China clears up. If 


. there is to be trouble the Government here wants all the 


vessels now in the East to be there when the trouble 
occurs.

Under existing law a native Porto Rican enlists in 
the Provisional Regiment for a term of two years, at 
the expiration of which he is not allowed to re-enlist. 
The commanding officer of the regiment recently made 
a recommendation that enlistment in the Porto Rican 
Regiment be for a term of three years, at the expiration 
of which re-enlistment will be optional with the man as 
it is in the Regular Service. This recommendation has 
been approved by the Secretary of War and will be for- 
warded to Congress immediately. 
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Comdr. George L. Dyer, commandant of the naval sta- 
tion at Guam, has recommended to the Navy Department 
that two lighthouses be built on the island, one at the 
northernmost point and the other at the entrance of the 
harbor at Apra. Commander Dyer recommends especial- 
ly that the lighthouse at Apra be constructed. Without 
it Army transports are forced to stop for twelve hours 
at times before they,can enter the harbor. This would 
be unnecessary if there were a lighthouse. 








Brig. Gen. Samuel M. Mills, Chief of Artillery, this 
week submitted to the Secretary of War a memorandum 


in which he called attention to the injustice which would 
be done junior Artillery lieutenants by Section 10 of the 
proposed Artillery Reorganization bill, which is now be- 
fore Congress. The protest made by General Mills will 
probably be favorably considered by the Secretary of War 
and a change made in that section of the bill by the 
House Committee on Military Affairs. 
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As a result of the refusal of Congress to grant a suffi- 
ciently large appropriation for the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment of the Army, the issue of the olive drab service 
uniform to the troops of the Regular Army has been in- 
definitely postponed. It was announced at the War De- 
partment that the policy of using up all of the issue of 
khaki uniforms will be continued during the next fiscal 
year.

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DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

At the request of the Commissary General an amend- 
ment will be made to paragraph 100, A.R., so that in ad- 
dition to the annual personal report made by post non- 
commissioned staff officers, they will report when chang- 
ing station, date of departure and date of arrival at new 
station: also the report when on detached duty, furlough 
or other absence. 

The War Department has decided to amend the rules 
for awarding campaign badges so as to include forces 
which were en route to China, Porto Rico or the Philip- 
pines before the close of hostilities in those islands, re- 
spectively. 

The General Staff of the Army was called upon this 
week to decide a rather interesting question of whether 
a post commander could act as surveying officer. It ap- 
pears that at Fort Harrison the officer second in com- 
mand was designated as surveying officer, and when in 
temporary command owing to the sickness of the com- 
manding officer, he continued to survey, approving as 
commanding officer his actions as surveying officer. Asked 
as to whether such procedure was authorized by A.R. 
714, the General Staff decided that the action was ir- 
regular, that when the surveying officer fell in command 
he should have designated another officer as surveying 
officer. 

In reply to a request from the commanding officer of 
the 11th Battalion of Field Artillery that sweaters be 1s- 
sued as an article of the uniform to enlisted men of 
mountain batteries with a corresponding increase of their 
clothing allowance, it was recommended by the General 
Staff that, as the entire matter of clothing allowance is 
now under consideration, no action be taken at present 
increasing the clothing allowance as requested, but that 
the wearing of sweaters by enlisted men of mountain bat- 
teries be authorized, the sweaters to be charged at the 
prescribed price. . 

At the request of Col. Philip Reade, 23d Inf., the War 
Department this week rendered a construction of para- 
graphs 112 and 235 of the Army Regulations. The Gen- 
eral Staff, to which the matter was referred. held as fol- 
lows: “That under paragraph 112 the commander of a 
battalion stationed at a post other than regimental head- 
quarters is authorized to transfer, for cogent reasons, en- 
listed men from one company to another of his battalion 
without obtaining authority or order of the regimental 
commander: also, that the words ‘when serving in regi- 
ment,’ used in paragraph 235, with reference to a bat- 
talion, mean a battalion which forms part of a regiment 
and is serving at regimental headquarters.” 

In reply to an inquiry by Ist Lieut. W. L. Guthrie, 
(.E., of the War Department, as to whether an officer 
commanding a company could draw stationery on his own 
account, he has been informed “that in the absence of 
stated allowances of stationery in the Army Regulations 
for the various post uses, it is necessary to make some 
one responsible for its economical use, and at Army posts 
the post commander is required, under Army Regulations, 
to assume this responsibility. In the case in question it 
is the post commander who should decide as to the neces- 
sity of the issue. For the Chief of Staft to decide a case 
like the one here presented, would be an assumption of 
the post commander's duties.”

‘Let it float,’? said Stuyvesant; “if she 
has to sink she will look a sight better with her flag fly- 
ing,” and that is the way the Cumberland went down 
off Hampton Roads. On recommendation of his com- 
manding officer, Mr. Stuyvesant was promoted and as- 
signed to the Weehawken, which soon after sank off Fort 
Sumter. In February, 1865, he was detailed for duty 
at the Naval Academy, Newport, R.I. When promoted 
to the rank of lieuteriant commander he was twenty-six 
years old.

sistence Department. Major Grinnell was a_ brilliant 
writer upon social questions, to which he devoted much 
of his leisure time. Two of his publications, ‘‘Regenera- 
ion of the United States,” and “Social Theories and So- 
vial Facts,” have attracted wide attention. The latter 
volume appeared a few weeks ago and is destined to ex- 
ert a marked influence upon the times in which we live. 
Major Grinnell’s ancestors were of French origin, but 
were nevertheless among the first settlers of New Eng- 
tand. The name in France was Grenelle, after which is 
called the celebrated Paris street. His father was a son 
of Judge George Grinnell, who in the beginning of the 
ast century was one of the largest land owners in Mas- 
sachusetts. His mother was a sister of Governor Levi P. 
Morton, formerly Vice President of the United States. 
in 1898 Major Grinnell married Elizabeth Lee Ernst, a 
daughter of Gen. O. H. Ernst, of the Corps of Engineers 
of the Army, by whom he had two children, all of whom 
survive him. ‘The funeral services were held at his late 
‘esidence in New York on Feb, 11. The body was then 
‘aken to Greenfield, Mass., for interment, where his an- 
-estors settled in 1628. 

_Comdr. George W. Mentz, U.S.N.,\ inspector of ord- 
aance of League Island Navy Yard, Pa., died suddenly 
from apoplexy Feb. 11. Commander Mentz was born at 
New Bedford, Mass., and was appointed from New Jer- 
sey to the Naval Academy in September, 1866; was pro- 
moted ensign in July, 1872; master in January, 1875; 
and lieutenant in October, 1881. He served on the Guer- 
viere, 1870-3; on the Canandaigua, N.A. Station, 1874-5 
on the Huron, 1876-7: on the Monongahela, Asiatic Sta- 
tion, 1877-9; Coast Survey, 1879-83; special duty, Navy 
Department, 1883-4; on the Dolphin, special service, 
iS84-5; Yantic, N.A. Station. 1885-9; in the Bureau of 
Navigation, 1889-90; Office Naval Intelligence, January, 
1890, to July, 1892; on the coast survey steamer Eagre, 
July, 1892, to April, 1893; coast survey steamer Blake, 
April, 1898, to 1895. He was assistant inspector in 
Lighthouse Department in July, 1895; on the Annapolis, 
July 20, 1897, to 1899; on the Marblehead, Oct. 11, 1899, 
to 1900, and was promoted to lieutenant commander, 
March 8, 1899. He was at the navy yard, Boston, May 
9%, 1900; was promoted to commander in September, 1901, 
and served as assistant inspector, 8d Lighthouse District 
and in charge of the lighthouse establishment in Puerto 
Rico; at the Naval War College, in command of the U.S 
S. Monongahela, in command of the Yankee, in charge of 
the naval recruiting station at Philadelphia, and as ord- 
nance officer at the navy yard, League Island, Pa., on 
which duty he was employed at the date of his death. 
(“‘ommander Mentz took the first relief ship to the island 
of Martinique following the voleanic eruption of Mt. Pe- 
lee, when 80,000 people lost their lives. In recognition 
f this service the French Government wrote a_ letter 
thanking him. . 

Gen. John Eaton, a veteran of the Civil War, died in 
Washington, D.C., Feb. 12. He was graduated from 
Dartmouth College in 1854, and was ordained in 1861 by 
he Presbytery of Maumee. He was appointed chaplain 
ff an Ohio regiment and went with it to the war, where 
he soon became general superintendent of freedmen for 
\lassachusetts, Arkansas, West Tennessee and Northern 
Louisiana. He placed them on abandoned plantations 
and soon had them self-supporting. Of the able-bodied 
inen 70,000 were enrolled by him-.in the Union Army. 
Chaplain Eaton accepted the colonelcy of a negro regi- 
nent, and was raised to the rank of brigadier general by 
wrevet. After reorganizing the bureau of refugees, freed- 
ment, and received the rank of brigadier general by 
‘le was later made United States Commissioner of Edu- 
‘ation, and while holding that post gained a wide reputa- 
tion.

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TACTICAL DECISIONS. 


The General Staff has made the following interpreta- 
tion of a paragraph of the Infantry Drill Regulations: 
_"In the battle exercises, or whenever circumstances re- 
quire, the regular position of the manual of arms and the 
firings may be ordered without regard to the previous po- 
sition of the piece. Whoever is in command is the judge 
of whether or not the circumstances require the ordering 
particular position in the manual from any order for 
which no exact method is set out in the drill book.” 

Capt. John M. Stratt this week asked the War De- 
partment for a decision whether under Paragraph 520, 
infantry Drill Regulations, a sergeant other than the first 
sergeant may be detailed to attend guard mounting in 
charge of a company detail. The General Staff decided 
that this is a matter for the post commander to deter- 
mine. 

The First Division of the General Staff has rendered 
an interpretation of Paragraph 709, Cavalry Drill Regu- 
lations. The decision was to the effect that the squad- 
ron being in line at a halt, to march in line, the major 
commands: 1. Forward; 2. March. Under Paragraph 
G99, each captain will repeat the command, that is, would 
vive the command, 1. Forward; 2. March. The guide in 
each troop is center without indication.

Now that the controversy between France and Vene- 
/uela has become so acute that each nation has virtually 
expelled the diplomatic representative of the other from 
iis capital, Castro comes forward with a belated proposi- 
‘ion for arbitration which France will hardly be dis- 
posed to accept. The President of the Venezuelan Re- 
public realizes the fact that he is the Turk of the West- 
ern Hemisphere, who is protected in his weakness by the 
disturbance between foreign powers which would result 
from any attempt to punish him, and something other 
than respect for the rights of France prompts the sug- 
eestion of arbitration, which amounts to a complete re- 
versal of the attitude of President Castro, who has 
repeatediy declared that under no circumstances would 
be assent to arbitration and that he would resist by 
force of arms any ‘attempt by France to enforce her 
demands. It appears to be suggested by the internal con- 
ditions in Venezuela, for press despatches from Caracas 
report that if Castro persists in his arbitrary and reck- 
less methods the inevitable result will be a revolution and 
his expulsion from office. His insolent manner of deal- 
ing with the United States and France, the despatches 
continue, has alarmed the conservative classes, who fear 
that it may plunge Venezuela into a costly and hopeless 
war. There will never be real peace and concord between 
Venezuela and her creditor nations until Castro has been 
permanently shorn of his power. El Grito del Pueblo, 
a Venezuelan newspaper, says: General Alcantara, a 
Venezuelan educated at West Point, has been appointed 
to the military command of La Guayra. He has received 
orders to fire on any French warships the moment they 
are sighted.” Oliver Taigny, the French Charge d’ 
Affaires, while in New York en route to France, said of 
the South American republics: “Their rulers are as 
unscrupulous as they are audacious and arrogant in their 
dealings with European countries, because they imagine 
that your Monroe Doctrine protects them from foreign 
invasion and chastisement.”

A court of inquiry, consisting of Capts. W. L. Simp- 
son and C. Nixon and Lieut. L. D. Cabell, U.S.A., has 
heen appointed by Major C. A. Devol to endeavor to 
solve the mystery attached to the explosion of the case, 
reported to have been a chest belonging to Company B, 
2d U.S. Infantry, which exploded on Feb. 12 while being 
packed on a dray at the Southern Pacific freight station 
in San Francisco. The driver of the dray was badly 
hurt. The lid and back of the box, which are now in 
possession of the Army authorities, were blown off and 
hurled several feet away and did not catch fire. The 
rest of the box, however, together with the contents, 
Was consumed by the flames caused by the explosion. 
The only remaining clew is a cylindrical tin can, the 
top and bottom of which are blown out and the curved 
sides of which are badly warped and twisted. This tin, 
which was blown far across the railroad tracks from the 
scene, is clean of its outer surface, but its inner surface 
is covered with soot closely resembling burnt powder.

OPINIONS OF J. A. GENERAL. 

An interesting opinion was given by the J.A. General 
of the Army on the application of a retired colonel of 
he Corps of Engineers to have his name appear in the 
Army Register under the Corps of Engineers as a retired 
colonel of that corps, instead of just as a retired colonel 
ff the United States Army. General Davis went very 


thoroughly into the law governing this matter, and de- 
‘ided that upon the retirement of a colonel in the Corps 
of Engineers the title vests, with other incidents of 
office, in the successor of the office who passes to the 
retired list, whose title is divested by the exercise of the 
ippointing power which has been had in the case. ‘‘As 
an incident of retirement,’ said General Davis in his 
opinion, “office on the retired list vests in the retired 
officer, who is thereafter designated and known by the 
title of the office which has vested in him the operation 
of the retirement laws, and that office is officially desig- 
nated as colonel, United States Army, retired. It is, 
therefore, the opinion of this office that the office held by 
* * * is that of colonel, United States Army, retired, 
ind that the title of such office is correctly stated in the 
Army Register. The matter of appending his name to 
the Corps of Engineers ‘as a retired colonel of that 
corps’ is a question of fact in which this office has no 
jurisdiction, and as to which no opinion is expressed.” 

In reply. to an inquiry as to whether furniture for the 
quarters of the C.O. in Manila could be paid for out of 
ihe Army Appropriation, General Davis says that he 
has been unable to find any legal authorization for the 
purchase of furniture by the Government for officers’ 
juarters. He says in part: ‘“‘The accounting officers 
have recently suspended a number of vouchers in which 
public funds have been expended for the furniture neces- 
sary to equip officers’ messes at military posts; their 
holding being that the dining room furniture, curtains, 
hangings, rugs, ete., correspond to the similar equipment 
of individual officers’ quarters, for which there was no 
authority of law.” 

General Davis, in an opinion rendered, holds that Alaska 
is a “territory’’ within the meaning of Sec. 1815, R.S., 
and, as such, is entitled tu a cadet at the Military Acad- 
emy. He says: “It is true that Alaska is without a 
territorial delegate with whom, in conformity to a time 
honored custom, the recommendation for appointment 
should originate, but as such power to recommend grows 
out of Executive courtesy, and is not a matter of statu- 
tory regulation, it should not be regarded as a restriction 
upon the appointing power which is expressly vested in 
the President.” 

John Burns, a private, Co. G, 43d Vol. Inf., and now an 
unassigned recruit at Fort Slocum, N.Y., was recom- 
mended for a medal of honor for saving the life of an 
officer, instead of which he was granted a certificate of 
merit which was never forwarded, as he had been hon- 
orably mustered out of the Volunteer service, and his 
address was unknown. He subsequently enlisted in the 
Regular Army, deserted, and was arrested and con- 
vieted. Asked as to whether the certificate of honor 
should be granted in this case, General Davis, J.A.G.. 
says: 

“If the enaetment be carefully read it will be seen 
that the grant of the certificate and of the monthly pay 
which it carries with it is without qualification, and the 
statute itself imposes no condition whatever in respect to 
the subsequent service or conduct of the grantee. In 
that view of the case, I think it very doubtful whether 
it is within the power of the Executive to adopt a regu- 
lation which is in conflict with a statute and operates 
to diminish or modify the benefit which the statute 
carries with it. In the case in reference the award of 


the certificate was complete on April 1, 192. Assuming 
that Par. 18 of the Army Regulations operates to defeat 
the award of a certificate of merit, it can only be said 
that that regulation was not in existence at the date 
when the certificate was issued, and it is the opinion of 
this office that the certificate may lawfully be issued to 
the soldier.” This opinion received the approval of the 
Secretary of War. ¢ 

It has been held this week as a resplt of an vupinion 
given by J.A.G. Davis that soldiers serving in Porto Rico 
may count as double toward retirement periods of time 
granted by furlough if they remain during the time of 
the furlough in Porto Rico.

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It is safe to assume that even if eventualities shall 
require the sending of an American military expedition 
into China, there will be no considerable reduction of the 
regular forces in the Philippines. Conditions in the 
islands are satisfactory in a negative sense only—that is 
to say, there is no organized resistance to American au- 
thority, no outspoken sentiment of revolt, no visible move- 
ment which threatens trouble. But there is, on the other 
hand, a manifest spirit of sullenness, if not of positive 
discontent, among the natives. They hold aloof from the 
Americans, showing little or no disposition to co-operate 
in projects of political, commercial and industrial im- 
provement, and this feeling of indifference, amounting 
almost to positive opposition, has increased rather than 
diminished, in the last year. Plainly speaking, the Fili- 
pinos are stil] “sour” and “sore” on the Americans. 
Army officers of extensive experience in the islands are 
convinced that the natives do not care for Americans. 
One of these officers, Capt. James A. Moss, 24th U.S. 
Inf., aide to Major General Corbin, late commanding the 
Philippines Division, in a communication in the Manila 
Times, which we republished Feb. 5, declares that the 
great majority of the natives have absolutely no use for 
the Americans and that we cannot get out of the islands 
too soon to please them. These and kindred expressions 
from other officers indicate that there is among the 
masses of ihe Filipinos a latent spirit of resentment and 
hostility toward Americans which might easily be fanned 
into the fames of revolt if conditions should arise under 
which the success of such a movement might seem likely. 
The suggestion, that perhaps 5,000 of the Philippine 
Scouts might be assigned to the expedition to China, if 
such a movement becomes necessary, is well enough in 
its way, but any reduction of our military forces in the 
Philippines for any purpose whatsoever would naturally 
be regarded by the natives as an evidence of American 
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indifference or timidity and serious consequences would 
inevitably follow. As against any reduction of our 
inilitary strength in the Philippines for service in China 
or elsewhere the Government might far better increase 
the Army to its full authorized strength and thus recall 
to the colors the needful contingent from the large body 
of excellent yolunteer soldiers developed in the Spanish 
war and the Philippine insurrection,

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LEGISLATION FOR THE NAVY. 


While the general project of Army reform contem- 
plated in the various bills which have already been in- 
troduced in Congress and published in these columns is 
broad, practical and in most respects well adapted to the 
needs of the Service, it is not more so than that which is 
proposed for the Navy in the large number of measures 
which have been similarly treated. For the Navy, as for 
the Army, the proposed legislation is both organic and 
amendatory, looking not only to the creation of new fea- 
tures in organization and administration, but also to the 
correction of defects in the existing structure, together 
with increased efficiency in the institution as a whole. 
In these numerous bills the needs of the naval services 
are set forth so clearly and so fully that Congress, if so 
disposed, will have no difficulty whatever in legislating 
intelligently, economically and for the best interests of 
the Government. 

Taken collectively, the bills relating to the Navy afford 
the means for desirable improvements in nearly ever) 
branch of the Service along lines that would insure a 
more harmonious organization and increased efficiency. 
One of those measures, known as “‘the New Personne! 
Bill,” provides for a more compact and symmetrical ad- 
justment of the personnel of the Navy together with the 
revival of the grades of vice-admiral and commodore, 
a more thorough system of examinations for promotion. 
a larger degree of consideration for officers and men of 
the Marine Corps, and such changes in existing law as 
shall insure more liberal conditions for warrant officers 
and marine engineers. In brief, this bill aims to correct 
the irregularities and inconsistencies which experience 
has disclosed in the personnel under present enactments, 
and its adoption would be hailed throughout the entire 
Service with hearty approval. Another bill provides for 
needful changes in the Navy Hospital Corps, and another 
for a nurse corps in the Navy. A third establishes a 
clerical corps, another provides for the employment of 
dental surgeons in the Navy, and one authorizes the 
issue of the Medal of Honor to the Navy on the same 
terms that regulate its issue to the Army. One of the 
pending bills affords a needful readjustment of the pay 
of mates in the Navy, another affords the working basis 
for an improved system of naval militia, and others 
propose approved changes in the laws relating to retire- 
ments. The bills in question include one providing 
that Navy pay clerks shall be warranted and retired; one 
to punish inn keepers, common carriers and ‘managers of 
amusement places who discriminate against enlisted men 
of the Navy dressed in uniform; one to safeguard the 
rights of officers whose inventions are used by the Gov- 
ernment; one to protect the interests of retired officers 
on active duty; one to improve the status of gunners and 
boatswains. 

The provisions of the above-noted bills and of others of 
lesser importance concerning the Navy have already been 
explained in these columns. If adopted, their effect would 
be to remedy the many defects and supply the important 
needs which time and experience have disclosed in the 
personnel of the national fleet. The Service is in a 
transition state. The steam engineering department is 
in urgent need of trained officers; the Medical Depart- 
ment requires an increase; the Navy as a whole is short 
both of officers and men, and so is the Marine Corps. 
Moreover, the proposed separation of the Field Artillery 
and the Coast Artillery of the Army will bring up the 
question of whether the Coast Artillery should not be 
turned over to the Navy to act in unison with and under 
the authority of the Navy in coast defense. In every 
branch of the personnel, the truth is, there is an admitted 
need of readjustment both as to the system itself and 
to its individual members. The time to make this read- 
justment, which is entirely in the interest of higher 
efficiency, is now, when it can be done deliberately, 
economically and as an act of national preparedness. 
The longer it is postponed the more difficult and expen-

portant duty than this. 





Heuarings on the annual appropriation bill have been 
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practically completed in the House Committee on Na- 
val Affairs, but it will probably be a month yet before 
the bill can be reported. ‘There is a strong disposition on 
the part of the members of this Committee to incorporate 
in the appropriation bill this year a provision doing 
away with the difference of fifteen per cent, between the 
pay of an officer at sea and on shore. This is a matter 
which has been urgently recommended by the Navy De- 
partment for the past two years and should be enacted 
into law this session. Both of the Naval Committees 
have been devoting much of their time and attention 
to the question of hazing at the Naval Academy to the 
detriment of other and more important legislation. The 
new personnel bill has now been introduced in .both the 
Ilouse and the Senate and referred to the respective 
committees of those houses. The doubt as to its passage 
is due to the fact that Congress is loath this session to 
grant any new legislation requiring the expenditure of 
public money.

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ARMY MEASURES IN CONGRESS. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs will soon 
iuke up for consideration the bill for the reorganization 
of the Artillery Corps of the Army. Of the eleven bills 
recommended by the General Staff of the Army and by 
the Secretary of War, the Artillery bill and the elimina- 
tion bill will probably be the only two which will re- 
eive any serious consideration by Congress during the 
present session. There is an excellent chance for the 
passage of the Artillery bill in some form, but it is hardly 
io be expected that the measure will be enacted into law 
in the shape that it came from the War Department. 
In the first place, as we had before stated, Representative 
‘Tull, Chairman of the House Committee on Military 
\ffairs, has not yet been convinced of the wisdom of 
separating the Coast and the Field Artillery. He has 
frankly admitted that he can see no good reason for 
this change, but he has acted very justly in the matter 
and has consented to have hearings on the bill before it 
is reported from the Committee. Mr: Hull believes that 
the Artillery should be increased in accordance with the 
recommendations of the War Department, and to this 
feature of the bill he will certainly lend his support. 

While considerable interest is being manifested by the 
members of the House and Senate Committees on Mili- 
tary Affairs in the elimination bill, there is little chance 
that such a measure will pass Congress this session. It 
as been referred to a sub-committee of three Senators 
hy the full Committee of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, but even if the bill in any form should pass 
the Senate, it is hardly probable that it would receive 
favorable consideration in the House. The members of 
the House Committee on Military Affairs seem determined 
‘io force through the House the provision in the Army 
Appropriation Bill, abolishing the grade of lieutenant 
general. The vote of the committee on this provision was 
unanimously in favor of its adoption, and if an attempi 
is made in the House to have it ruled out on a point of 
order as new legislation, it is believed that Mr. Hull will 
force an issue and will carry his point. It is said that 
if the provision passes the House it will certainly go 
through the Senate. 

In the course of the hearing on the Fortification Ap- 
propriation Bill statements were made by General Mac- 
kenzie, Chief of Engineers, U.S.A., and his assistant, 
Major F. V. Abbot, U.S.A.; Brigadier General Crozier, 
Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A.; and his assistants, Captains 
Wheeler and Dickson, U.S.A.; General Mills, Chief of 
Artillery, and his assistants, Captains Hagood, Williams 
and Moore, and Brig. Gen. Adolphus W. Greely, Chief 
Signal Officer, U.S.A. The statements of these officers, 
covering nearly 160 printed pages, gave the members a 
clear understanding of the provisions of the bill. 

One of the most important subjects taken into account 
during the progress of the hearing was the question of 
fire control, especially at sea-coast fortifications. General 
Mills stated that a well-developed system of fire control 
was now installed in the coast fortifications in develop- 
ing which many doubtful points had been settled and 
inany improvements made upon the former system. The 
system, he added, is localized more particularly and no 
changes will be made in it during the next year, and, 
perhaps, none for several years. He added that the three 
departments particularly concerned in the matter of fire 
control, the Artillery, the Engineer Corps, and the Signal 
Corps, are pretty well agreed that no changes in the 
system are needed. By the installation of the fire con- 
trol system in all parts of the Artillery service the ef- 
ficieney or effectiveness of the Artillery would be in- 
creased 100 per cent. “There is no other nation,’’ he 
added, “that has perfected the system as we have it now. 
No hostile fleet could lie ten or twelve miles off one of our 
harbors and bombard us. That is impossible.” 

General Crozier, in explanation of the item for “the 
purchase, manufacture, and test of machine and auto- 
matic guns,” stated that there was need for 708 more of 
such guns than have thus far been authorjzed, his total 
estimate being intended to provide for an army of 500,000 
men. The greater number of those guns, he continued, 
will not be needed in fortifications, but will be used as 
field guns for troops in the field, the purpose being to 
provide one gun for each battalion of Infantry and one 
for each squadron of Cavalry. The number now author- 
ized will be sufficient for an army of 100,000 men. These 
guns will give infantry fire, using the same cartridges as 
the small arms. Speaking of the item relating to moun- 





tain, field and siege cannon, General Crozier said that 
the three-inch caliber type of field gun, adopted about 
two years ugo, embodied the only change that has been 
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made.in the field gun in twenty years. This gun has been 
in the hands of the troops since last spring, and Gen- 
eral Crozier explained that it was his desire to supply 
for use in war 250 batteries of guns of this general 
class. That would be at the rate of two guns per thou- 
sand men for an army of 500,000. As for the siege gun, 
General Crozier stated the present type is rapidly becom- 
ing obsolete and a better gun is needed. There are at 
present 362 of the old guns. These should be overhauled 
and repaired, and in addition there should be 250 guns of 
a more modern type. <A report of the debate on the For- 
tification bill and its final passage by the House will be 
found on page 696.

NEEDS OF THE MARINE CORPS. 

Brig Gen. George F. Elliott, Commandant U.S.M.C., 
and Col. Frank L. Denny and Lieut, Col. George Rich- 
ards, both of the Marine Corps, appeared before the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, Feb. 2, to explain the 
item in the Navy Appropriation Bill for the maintenance 
of the Marine Corps. Speaking of the work required of 
the Marine Corps with its present strength, General El- 
liott stated that it was difficult to comply with all de- 
mands. ‘The Navy Department,’ he continued, lets us 
know what it wants. We cannot always fill the bill. In 
fact, not long ago, I got a letter from Admiral McCalla, 
at Mare Island, saying that the paymaster had filled up 
his safe with money to pay the men, and someone had 
attacked the marine sentinel, knocked him senseless, and 
he wanted some more sentinels. Admiral Coghlan, in 
New York, kept writing for more men, and we did not 
have them at that time, so he applied to the Department 
and asked that we put watchmen in the yard, at $60 a 
month. Of course the request did not amount to any- 
thing, but still it is not very pleasant. We haven’t men 
enough to do the work.” For these reasons General El- 
liott strongly urged the proposed increase in the Corps 
consisting of 1,240 men and the following officers: One 
lieutenant colonel and assistant adjutant and inspector, 
one lieutenant and assistant quartermaster, one major 
and assistant quartermaster, two captains and assistant 
quartermasters, one major and assistant paymaster, one 
captain and assistant paymaster, twenty-four captains, 
twenty-four first lieutenants, and twelve second lieu- 
tenants. 

In reply to a statement by a member of the committee 
to the effect that he had heard that officers of the Marine 
Corps, both active and retired, had enlisted men detailed 
to look after their gardens and do other menial work, 
General Elliott said: “No; the enlisted men are never 
used for that purpose that I know of. Once in a while, 
perhaps, in the Philippines, where they cannot get a ser- 
vant, an officer will perhaps get a man for a half a day 
or a day to come in and sweep out his rooms. or the man 
may volunteer to do it himself if he knows that the 
officer is hard up. We often have them come forward 
and render that service and sometimes will not take any 
money. But you cannot detail a man to look out for an 
officer ; that cannot be done. It would be a very serious 
offense for an officer to do that. In fact, if a man should 
stand on his rights and say that he would not do it, the 
officer would give an order that he could not enforce.” 

With regard to an item for prizes for gun pointers and 
others holding good conduct medals, Colonel Richards 
explained that prizes for marksmanship had been paid 
for a number of years to the Marines, and until the Comp- 
troller decided that they were not entitled to them, al- 
though the sailors were. From that moment they could 
not receive it, nor have they since received it, though the 
sailors do. A provision has accordingly been inserted to 
restore the former conditions and to permit these prizes 
to be paid the marines as well as the sailors when they 
merit them. 

When Colonel Denny’s attention was called to the 
item for “reserve outfits for a regiment of marines,” and 
he was asked if such outfits were not already available, 
he replied: “No, sir; that is for the equipment of a regi- 
ment of marines to be held in readiness for emergencies in 
field service. We have outfits for those in the Service, 
but not for any emergency of seriousness requiring an 
unusual quantity of supplies.

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PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY. 


We have already noted the promotion of Major Gen. 
Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A. He was confirmed by 
the Senate, as major general on Feb. 9. It has been 
decided he shall remain in command of the Department 
of the East, in accordance with his desire, although his 
advanced rank entitles him to the command of a division. 
General Grant was born in Missouri, May 30, 1850, and 
was appointed a cadet in the U.S.M.A. July 1, 1866, and 
was graduated a second lieutenant June 12, 1871, and 
assigned to the 4th Cavalry, and mention of his record has 
been previously made in our columns. He resigned from 
the Army Oct. 1, 1881, while holding the rank of first 
lieutenant, and after serving as a brigadier general of 
Volunteers, from May, 1898, to February, 1901, he was 
appointed a brigadier general, U.S.A., Feb. 18, 1901. 

Announcement was made at the White House on Feb. 
14 of the appointment of Lieut. Col. William P, Duvall, 
Art. Corps, to be a brigadier general for active service to 
fill the vacancy resulting from the recent promotion of 
Brig. Gen. F. D. Grant. Lieutenant Colonel Duvall had 
only been a lieutenant colonel for a few days when he 
was selected by the President to be a brigadier general 
for active service. He is one of the most accomplished 
officers in the Artillery Corps and his selection is in 
conformity with the decision of the President to have at 
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least two of the brigadier generals Artillery officers. 
There is strong reason to believe that when the next va- 
cancy in the grade of brigadier general occurs Ait will 
be filled by the appointment of Col. Ramsay D. Potts, 
A.C., who is now on duty in command of the post at Fort 
Monroe. The selection of Lieutenant Colonel Duyall to 
be a brigadier general. was made because of his recognized 
ability as an Artillery officer. .He was graduated from 
the Military Academy in 1869, and was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the 5th Artillery, in which grade 
he served from 1869 until April 9, 1877, when he was pre- 
moted to be a first lieutenant. He did not attain the 
grade of captain until 1898, and he was then assigned 
to duty as military aide to the Secretary of War, .. While 
serving as such he was selected by the Secretary to in- 
spect the Coast Artillery forts of the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts, in order to ascertain their needs in preparation 
for the Spanish War, which was then about to’ be de- 
clared. He was then appointed a major and volunteer 
inspector general, and in July of that year he was made 
a volunteer lieutenant colonel in the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. In 1899 he was appointed lieutenant cofonel of 
the 26th Volunteer Infantry, but before the end-f that 
year he was made colonel of the 48th Volunteer Infantry, 
in which grade he served with considerable distinction. 
In 1902, during the first joint maneuvers between the 
Army and Navy, he was offered command of. ene of 
the maneuver districts, but, because of the impertance 
of the'duty in which he was then engaged, he deélined. 
In 1903 he was in command of Fort Williams. He was 
later detailed to the General Staff, where he served for 
about two years and was then made principal assistant 
to the Chief of Artillery. As General Duval entered the 
Military Academy, July 1, 1865, he will outrank. in.ac- 
tual length of service all of the brigadiers except five, 
one of whom retires next month, another next June and 
two next year. ‘General Duvall retires Jan. 13;°1911. 
In explanation of the promotion of Major Duval, the 
War Department calls attention to the fact that-hé has 
had longer service than ten of the twenty-two general 
officers of the line; five of the ten general officers“of the 
staff corps and departments; any colonel of Cavalry. éx- 
cept those whose Civil War service entitled them to re- 
tire with the grade of brigadier general, and excepting 
these his West Point classmates, who have had.the same 
service; and with the same exceptions of any. colonel of 
Infantry, and one other, whose case is extremely ab- 
normal. His service has also been longer than that of 
any lieutenant colonel of Cavalry or Infantry, except 
three of Infantry, who were out of the Service for a 
time; three colonels and seven lieutenant colonels of 
Artillery; any major of Cavalry or Infantry, and any 
other major of Artillery. Major Duvall is a de facto 
lieutenant colonel, now his promotion depending on the 
confirmation of Lieutenant Colonel Pratt, A.C., to be 
colonel, and the detail of a lieutenant colonel of Artil- 
lery to replace him in the Inspector General's Depart- 
ment. ; A 

The War Department has had considerable trouble in 
straightening out the promotions in the various grades 
which will result from the promotions reported -here, 
but as finally reckoned out these promotions will occur 
as a result of those promotions to be brigadier: generals : 
In the Artillery—Lieut. Col. J. A. Lundeen will be de- 
tailed to the Inspector General’s Department to fill the 
vacancy caused by the promotion of Lieut. Col. S. Pratt, 
Art. Corps, to the grade of colonel as a result of the re- 
tirement of Col. Frank Thorp. These majors will be 
promoted to be lieutenant colonels as a result of the pro- 
motions to be brigadier generals of Birkhimer, Reed and 
Duvall; A. B. Dyer, L. H. Walker and H. M, Andrews. 
These captains of Artillery will be promoted. to be ma- 
Cc. H. Hunter, C. G. Treat, S. M. Foote and G. 
W. Van Deusen. These first lieutenants of Artillery 
will be promoted to be captains: J. W. Gulick, A. T. 
Balentine, I. E. Ifopkins and E. R. Tilton. It is impos- 
sible yet to give the promotions in the grade of second 
lieutenants. In the Infantry arm as a result of the pro- 
motion of Lieut.. Col. Palmer G. Wood to be brigadier 
general, Major W. P. Evans, who has been serving a de- 
tail in the Military Secretary’s Department, is advanced 
to the grade of lieutenant colonel, but his promotion does 
not create a vacancy in the grade of major of Infantry or 
in the Military Secretary’s Department, as he was a sur- 
plus major in the Military Secretary's Department and 
his place cannot, under the law, be filled. His promotion is, 
therefore, the only one which will occur in the Infantry 
as a result of the promotion of Lieutenant Colonel Wood 
to be a brigadier general,

The Senate has passed bills granting the following 
monthly pensions: $30 to the widow of Capt. William C.

The Senate has passed S. 4198, granting permission 
to Prof. Simon Neweomb, U.S. Navy, retired, to accept 
the decoration of the order “Pour le Merite. fiir Wissen- 
schaften und Kunste.” 

The Senate on Feb. 8 passed a bill, S. 2165, pro- 
v iding that military telegraph operators who served in the 
Civil War and have been granted certificates of honorable 
service, under the act for their relief passed Jan. 26, 
1897, are declared to have been a part of the Army of 
the U.S. and are to receive the benefits of all pension 
laws ; rates of pension to be same as granted to private 
soldiers. Senator Scott, speaking in favor of the bill, 
said that “the Army commanders originated plans of 
operation, but the Army operator was the safety vault 
where they were kept,” and cited numerous strategic 
movements and campaigns that would have been ineffec- 


tive but for telegraphic communication. There were 
about 1,200 telegraph operators who served a greater 
or less time during the war. It was surprising that 


so important a work had been left on a civil basis, its 
members being regarded as employees of the Quarter- 
master’s Department. That the operators were not en- 
listed was no fault of theirs. It was partly due to the 
fact that the telegraph had been used in no war previous 
to the rebellion and there was no precedent. Many were 
anxious to enlist, but the War Department discouraged 
enlistments of telegraphers. 

The Senate Committee on Naval 
reported, with amendments, S. 3899, 
to the Secretary of the Navy, in his discretion, to dis- 
miss midshipmen from the U.S. Naval Academy, and 
regulating the procedure and punishment in trials for 
hazing at the academy. In addition to minor amend- 
ments, a proviso is added: “That it shall be the duty of 
every professor, assistant professor, academic officer or 
instructor, ¥ well as every other officer stationed at the 
U.S. Naval Academy, to promptly report to the superin- 
tendent ce any fact which comes to his attention 
tending to indicate any violation by a midshipman or mid- 
shipmen of any of the provisions of this section.” The 
bill repeals the existing law making courts-martial com- 
pulsory for hazing, and gives the Secretary of the Navy 
discretion to dismiss or otherwise punish cadets who in- 
dulge in hazing, after either an investigation or a court- 
martial. It also gives a broader and more precise defini- 
tion of the offense of hazing, as follows: **Any assumption 
of authority by one midshipman over another midshipman 
whereby the last-mentioned midshipman shall or may 
suffer or be exposed to suffer any cruelty, indignity, 
humility, hardship or oppression, or the deprivation or 
abridgment of any right, privilege or advantage to which 
he shall be legally entitled.” A sub-committee of the 
Ilouse Committee on Naval Affairs left Washington for 
Annapolis on the afternoon of Feb. 13 to investigate, 
conditions at the Naval Academy. 

In the Senate, Feb. 12, Mr. Hale said: “I introduce 
a bill to reorganize and increase the efficiency of the per- 
sopnel of she Navy and Marine Corps of the United 
States. It is a bill which has been prepared mainly, not 
entirely, in the Navy Department. There are certain 
provisions in it to which I do not agree, but in order 
that the whole subject-matter may come before the proper 
committee I introduce the bill and ask that it be referred 
to the Committee on Naval Affairs.” The bill (S. 4364) 
was read twice by its titie. and referred to the Committee 
on Naval Affairs. This is the Navy Personnel bill of 
thirty-four sections sent to Congress Jan. 17 by Secre- 
tary Bonaparte and published in our issue of Jan. 20, 
page SSO. The only change is in the first section, which 
in the bill as introduced by Mr. Hale, reads as follows: 
“Sec. 1. That hereafter the commander-in-chief of the 
Atlantic Fleet and the commander-in-chief of the Pacifie 
Fleet shall, while serving as such, have the rank of vice 
admiral and receive the same pay and allowance as are now 
allowed a lieutenant general in the Army (in the same 
manner in which officers in the Navy who are appointed 
and serve at the head of the bureaus in the Navy De- 
partment ave entitled to the rank, title, and pay of rear 
admiral, which they shall hereafter hold and — ye” 
The words in parentheses have been added to the Navy 
Department draft of the bill.

The House Committee on Insular Affairs has reported 
favorably, with amendment, H.R. 12864, the purpose of 
which is to authorize the Government to close out an 
option which it has on certain claims held by Spaniards 
on coal properties on the island of Batan. The bill ap- 
propriates $50,000 to pay the option, the ultimate pur- 
pose being to secure coal at a much lower price and effect 
an annual saving of from four to five hundred thousand 
dollars. The Government of the U.S. and the government 
of the Philippine Islands are now obliged to pay practi- 
cally $5 a ton for coal used by them in the islands. The 
total consumption is about 200,000 tons. of which, ap- 
proximately, 60,000 tons go to the city of Manila alone. 
The island of Batan is about five by ten miles in dimen- 
sion, and by water route is 450 miles from Manila. In 
1903 the Government secured the above-mentioned -op- 
tion, and then detailed Lieut. H. L. Wigmore, C.E., who 
devoted practically two years to making a thorough in- 
vestigation with drills and other apparatus and in the 
actual mining of coal. He says that he found the coal 
abundant in quantity and very clean. There is anywhere 
from one hundred te two hundred years’ supply of coal, 
reckoning the consumption at 200,000 tons per annum. 
A proposition has been made in the event of concluding 
the purchase to enter into a lease for the working of the 
mines, the lessee to guarantee to the U.S. and Philippine 
governments such coal as they may respectively need, at 
an advance of only 10 per cent. above the actual cost. 
Coal conld be mined and put on board ship in the harbor 
at Batan at an outside cost of $2 per ton. The com- 
mittee urge that the bill be passed at once as the option 
expires March 1. 

Secretary Bonaparte, in a letter 
of the House Naval Committee, says, in regard to H.R. 
11607, “raising the rank of Chief Engr. Robert Potts on 
the retired list of the Navy”: “Mr. Potts entered the 
Navy on Feb. 17, 1860, as a third assistant engineer, and 
on May 8, 1897, having reached the age of sixty-two 
years, was retired as a chief engineer with the rank of 
captain. Since his retirement he has performed more or 
less active duty. Having, however, been retired prior to 
March 3, 1899, Chief Engineer Potts, like many other 
officers with creditable records who served during the 
Civil War, is not entitled to the benefit of Section 11 of 
the Personnel Act, which provides: ‘That any officer of

the Navy, with a creditable record, who served during 
the Civil War shall, when retired, be retired with the rank 


and three-fourths the sea pay of the next higher grade.’ 
If the Congress considers that the state of the national 
finances justifies such an act of generosity, the Depart- 
ment would with pleasure see a measure passed extending 
the provision to all the officers of the class therein men- 
tioned who were retired before the passage of the Per- 
sonnel Act, but it does not favor special legislation giving 
individual officers preference as to advancement on the re- 
tired list over other officers who are similarly situated and 
are equally deserving of consideration.” 

In regard to the bill H.R. 10069, to regulate the com- 
pensation of skilled mechanics in the Naval Gun F actory 
of the Washington Navy Yard, the Secret: ury of the Navy, 
in a letter to the House Naval Committee, says that the 
Department does not approve legislation favoring em- 
ployees of the navy yard at the seat of government over 
their fellow-workmen at the other yards and _ stations, 
and especially legislation for the benefit of a particular 
class at the Washington Yard. With reference to the 
proviso that not less than sixty per cent. shall be of the 
first class, the Department considers that the matter of 
the percentage of mechanics of a given class should be 
left to its discretion, 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Newberry, in a letter 
in regard to the advisability of including in the appro- 
priation for the Navy Department under the head of 
“Arming and Equipping the Naval Militia’? the items of 
coal and clothing, says that it seems most desirable that 
the several States should be permitted to secure supplies 
under both of these items out of their several allotments. 
The total amount appropriated by the several States for 
the naval militia last year amounted to $194,285.51, 
largely used in pay and subsistence of the naval militia 
on duty, and approximately $20,000 was spent in repairs 
to ships owned by the Government. Requests have been 
received from nearly all the States having naval militia. 
urging that the appropriation be changed so that coal 
and clothing can be secured from this appropriation. The 
words “repairs to vessels loaned to the States in ac- 
cordance with law” should be omitted from the bill, 
the extraordinary repairs due to the depreciation of hull, 
engines, boilers, and equipment are in some instances too 
large to be paid for out of the appropriation for that 
State. and if the ships are to be kept in commission the 
Department should be allowed to keep them in minor 
repair from its general funds.

THE URGENT DEFICIENCY BILL, 
The Senate on Feb. 9 passed the Urgent Deficiency 


bill, H.R. 12820, which was passed by the House on Jan. 


27. It was then sent to a conference committee of the 


two Houses for consideration of ,their disagreeing amend- 
ments. We gave the items of the bill that affect the Ser- 
vices in our issue of Jan. 27, page 608. The item of 
$500,000 for repair and preservation of boilers, ete., pro- 
posed by Mr. Fitzgerald, which was rejected by the 
Hlouse, has not been restored by the Senate. Among 
amendments made by the Senate and included in the 
bill as passed are following: $1,285.32, to pay to Lieu:. 
Col. William M. Black, C.E., U.S.A., 50 per cent. addi- 
tional compensation to pay proper, for services rendered 
to the Isthmian Canal Commission, being an equaliza- 
tion of pay similar to that paid other officers detaile:| 
with the Commission ; $573.98. for iike payment to Lieut. 
Mark Brooke, C.E., U.S.A. Also a proviso under the ap 
propriation of $10,000 to complete the distribution o} 
medals to commemorate naval engagements off the Wes: 
Indies and Cuba, that the medals authorized ‘‘shall be 
transmitted to the person entitled to the same at the place 
where he is located at the time of presenting the same,” 
instead of “at the place of residence,” as was at firs: 
provided, 

An.item was added under “Pay of the Navy,” to pax 
amounts found due on account of the appropriation ‘‘pay 
miscellaneous” for the fiscal year 1905, $6,478.57. The 
following was inserted, reappropriating unexpended bal 
ances of $6,500 and $2,000 : “For altering the building 
formerly belonging to training station and fitting th 
same for occupancy by officers of the Naval W ar College, 
R.I., and for furniture for officers’ quarters.” 


Under “Revenue Cutter Service” this proviso was in- 
serted: “That the office of captain of engineers for thi 


Revenue Cutter Service of the United States is hereby 
abolished from the date of the death of the incumbent 
thereof, and that on and after the passage of this act the 
President may select and appoint, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, a chief engineer of said ser- 
vice, who has served not less than three years in that 
gerade, as engineer-in-chief of che Revenue Cutter Service : 
And provided further, that the engineer-in-chief thus ap 
pointed shall thereafter receive the rank, pay, and allow- 
ances that are now or mav hereafter be prescribed for a 
captain of the Revenue Cutter Service.” It was ex- 
plained that the office of Pyne of engineers in the R. 
C.S. was created for the late Capt. John W. Collins, who 
alone has held that position sipce its organization. He 
died on Feb. 2. One officer can not hold both the posi- 
tion of engineer-in-chief and captain of engineers, and 
there are now no duties to be performed by the latter. 
The Secretary of the Treasury in his last annual report 
recommended that upon the event of a vacancy in either 
position one of them should lapse, as there is no reason 
for two heads to the Engineer Corps, and such a condi- 
tion would seriously complicate matters. The abolition 
of this office will result in a saving of a captain’s salary, 
amounting to $3,500 per annum. 

The greatest amount of debate during the consideration 
of the bill by the Senate was over a proposed amendment 
by Mr. Patterson, to insert a proviso that the eight-hour 
labor law shall not apply to alien laborers employed in 
the construction of the Panama Canal. It was finally 


rejected. 

The Secretary of the Navy submitted on Feb. 12 an 
estimate of $100,000, for the erection of necessary de- 
tention buildings, shops, and appurtenances to replace 
those destroyed or damaged by fire at the naval training 
station, Rhode Island, which was not included in the bill 
as passed. ‘The total amount of the bill as reported to 
ithe Senate was over sixteen million dollars.

FORTIFICATION BILL PASSED. 
The Tlouse, Feb. 14, 





passed the Fortification Appro- 
priation bill (ILM = 14171) as reported by the committee, 
various amendments offered being rejected. The debate 
preceding the passage of the bill covered the wide range 
usually allowed in such discussions, including a long 
speech by Mr. Thomas on immigration and an exchange 
of compliments between the two sides of the House on 
their yariouvs political opinions, 

The most serious discussion was on the subiect of forti- 
fying Subig Bay, instead of Cavite. The argument for a 
naval station at Olongapo, and the consequent fortifiea- 
tion of Subig Bay, is well presented in the synopsis which 
—— on another page of a report on the subject by 

Captain Swift, of the Navy. Mr. Grosvenor, as the re- 
sult of his personal observations as a member of the Taft 
party, objected to Olongapo. “Is there any land there 
at all?” he asked. ‘“‘Is it not a fact that to-day there is 
not a place big enovgh that is available to put an or- 
dinary warehouse on, and that the full plan—if there is 
a plan—is to hereafter redeem or capture from the sea 
by piling, or some system of that kind, a place large 
enough to put some buildings upon it, and digging the hill 
away in the rear?” “If,” he added, “this House could 
caly go, as some members of it did, and look into Subig 
Bay, ‘and much more fully than any Navy officer did, the 
members would understand how utterly absurd this whole 
proposition is. With a narrow harbor and a narrow en- 
trance fourteen or sixteen miles from Manila, capable of 
protection and defense and fortification that can make it 
strong as Gibraltar, that is where we should expend our 
money. I speak now of Corregidor, the island situated 
in the mouth of the harbor. How would it do to fortify 
Snickers Gap to protect Washington? There is absolute- 
ly an equal and correct illustration. How would it do to 
build a battery at the city of Baltimore to protect the 

capital of the United States? How would it do to put 
it down at Washington Junction? That is not so far 
away as Subig Bay is from Manila. What do F sosse want 
fortifications there for? Why, to protect the Navy, you 
say. To protect the Navy. Who will protect the batter- 
ies? You want to protect the Navy, and you have a navy 
ere not for the purpose of active operations in Subig 
Bay, but for the purpose of sending down to Manila to 
p eotaet Manila.’ 

Mr. Hill, another member of the Taft party, also ob- 
jected to Subig Bay, and Mr. Longworth called attention 
to the fact that General Wood is absolutely opposed to 
the creation of a naval station at Subig Bay and that 
General Corbin, whe once favored it, has changed his 
mind and now opposes it, Mr. Fitzgerald said: “At 
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Cavite there is a naval station which is practically doing 
as much work as any naval station in the United States 
except the navy yard at Brooklyn. With very little ex- 
penditure, in my judgment, that station would suffice for 
all ordinary repairs,” 

Objection was made by those opposed to retaining the 
philippines to any fortifications in the Islands, and an 
unsuccessful attempt was made to introduce a proviso 
forbidding the expenditure of any of the money appro- 
priated at Subig Bay or at Cavite or Manila Bay. 

In explaining the bill Mr. Smith, of Iowa, who had 
charge of it, said: “It is estimated that the Endicott 
scheme, complete, weuld cost $99,392,222. Since it was 
adopted we have appropriated for fortifications $119,- 
102,483.32, or nearly $20,000,000 more than the whole 
estimated cost; but only $64,094,042.24 has actually been 
expended under the scheme, and the difference of $55,- 
00S,441.08 has been expended for gun factories, sites for 
fortifications, torpedoes, ammunition for service, test and 
practice, field guns, insular fortifications, and sundry 
other items.” The committee finding that there was an 
unexpended balance of $8,356,254 to the credit of fortifi- 
cation, “the expenditure of which in the Government’s 
en shops will keep them busy for a considerable time, 
desirous of presenting a bill which should be as moderate 
as possible upon the one hand and still carry on the work 
of the fortification of our seaports upon the other, has 
presented for the consideration of the House a bill which 
appropriates $4,838,993, far the smallest fortification bill 
presented to the House in the ten years since 1896—al- 
most two millions below last year’s bill, and more than 
four millions below the estimates of the War Department, 
and nearly $600,000 below the average appropriations for 
the past eighteen years. In this bill $3,751,998 are ap- 
propriated for continental United States and $1,087,000 
for insular United States.” 

\[r. Smith furtber explained that “under the report of 
the Taft board the fortification of continental and insu- 
lar United States would cost about $106,000,000; that 
the fortifications when completed would require about 
45.000 or 47,000 men te man them, each man serving 
twenty-four hours.” 

his would involve an annual expenditure of $50,- 
(00,000 for the skeleton artillery formation to hold the 
works, and this was urged as the principal objection to 
th preposed expenditure on fortifications abroad. “So 
this committee, anxious that the country shall be reason- 
abiy prepared, but unwilling to crowd this work on and 
impose, not the slight cost of construction, but this enor- 
mouse cost of maintenance, anxious at this time, when 
there is little of surplus revenue, if any, to be modest in 
it» demands, has presented this bill.” 

it was explained that of the joint appropriation of

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GRADUATION DAY AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Feb. 18, 1906. 

With brilliant and ceremonious surroundings, yet with 
2 note of sadness on account of their companions who 
hid been stricken in the course with the goal almost at 
hand, 104 of the graduates of the Naval Academy this 
week received their diplomas from the hand of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 

Secretary Bonaparte delivered an able address to the 
sriduates, but confined himself to remarks of a general 
nature, Contrary to prophecies, he did not touch at all 
upon the subject of hazing at the Academy. The Secre- 
tury arrived in Annapolis at 10 o’clock and left at 3:45. 
Ile was entertained by Admiral James H, Sands, Super- 
intendent of the Naval Academy. 

_ A battalion of marines, in their attractive full dress, 
faced the Superintendent’s residence and arms were pre- 
seuted as the official party left the carriage, and a salute 
Was fired. ‘The brigade of midshipmen was divided into 
iwo battalions, which faced each other from either side 
of the main floor. They were commanded by Lieut. 
Comdr. J. A. Hoogewerff, and the battalions were under 
the direct command of Lieut. Comdr. J. H. Reid and 
Lieut. A. Buchanan. The midshipmen battalion com- 
ander was Arthur W. Frank, and the battalion com- 





iuinders were Midshipmen Richard Hill and Philip G. 


Liuman. 

\fter the brigade had taken its formation the gradu- 
ites arrived in a body and took the seats arranged for 
them directly in front of the stand, which was at the 
south end of the armory. A few minutes after the Sec- 
retary of the Navy arrived, escorted by the Superintend- 
ent and other members of the official party. They walked 
down the length of the armory, the two battalions of mid- 
shipmen drawn up facing them at a present. After the 
ceremonies the official party were entertained by Admiral 
Sands at his residence and there met Secretary Bona- 
parte, The ceremonies were opened with prayer by Chap- 
lain Clark, after which Secretary Bonaparte spoke to 
those present, there being no introduction. He said: 
Midshipmen of the Graduating Class: 

‘‘o-day ends your childhood; during the past years of 
‘our life you have been growing into men; the days to 
begin to-morrow will show into what manner of men 
you have grown. The Academy has done for you what 
it could in the time given it; the Department would 
have gladly given it six months more for its work had 
there been six months more to give; for I, at least, hold 
4 ‘ull course none too long for all it has to do. But the 
Academy exists for the Navy, as the Navy exists for 
the Nation; and the imperative needs of the Navy, the 
vital interest of the Nation demand that you now take 
ip the burdens of your professional life. If you have 
guined ail you could and shguld have gained from the 
triining here given you, it will be well for your country 
and well for you; if the months spent here have been 
ill spent, none can tell. how much of loss and sorrow 
this may mean to many and, most surely of all, to your- 
se ves. But, whether employed fruitfully or unfruitfully, 
whether well-used or wasted or worse than wasted, your 
‘ine here is ended, your days at the Academy are behind 
cu, and you stand face to face with the problems, the 
lavors and the duties of your chosen profession. 

‘oung men, you have chosen a military life: the full 
s‘icnificance of that choice, if now felt by you, as I hope 
ind believe it is, so far as your youth permits, is yet 
'. no means recognized by all of your fellow countrymen. 
Te rights to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
are declared, on well nigh the highest merely human au- 


thority known to Americans, to be for most men “in- 
alenable’; yet you have aliened these rights. You have 
given your lives, your freedom of speech and action, 


your opportunities to seek happiness, so far as happi- 
ness depends on aught without yourselves, into the keep- 
ing of other men, chosen, not by you, but by your coun- 
ry’s laws. For nine out of every ten young Americans, 


standing as you stand here, at the threshold of their life- 
work, “‘success in life’ means success in money making, 
“the pursuit of happiness’’ means the pursuit of wealth: 
your profession holds out no money prizes; unless en- 
riched by mere accident, you must look forward to dying 
poor men and leaving your children little beyond a 
claim on the Nation’s gratitude. 

Even the most elementary of what are called ‘natural 
rights,’ the right to protect one’s self from bodily in- 
jury inflicted by lawless violence, you have surrendered: 
were you, or your comrades of the sister Service, called 
upon to quell a tumult, you or they would take passively 
missiles and blows, no less than curses, until you heard 
the word of command. And for the protection of your 
reputation, something of far greater value to men of 
your education and surroundings than personal safety, 
you must again trust to the equity and the vigilance of 
your superiors; an equity and a vigilance which, I hope, 
will be never found wanting. I have seen lately pub- 
lished statements to the effect that here and at West 
Point the country ‘“‘gave away’’ an education. What I 
think of such statements it would not accord with the 
restraints of official position for me to say; but it is 
true that the two national Academies are the scenes of 
“sifts’: within their walls young Americans give freely 
to their country what is beyond barter and above price, 
what no multi-millionaire could purchase, and no “trust’’ 
could own, their minds and hearts, their hopes and lives, 
in short, themselves. 

My young friends, you have made this gift, and if you 
have made it from the heart and without reserve, you 
have done well. If you leave here meaning to be true 
sailors, and not ‘‘fake’’ sailors, to be faithful servants of 
your country, and not mere pensioners under pretext of 
service, you have chosen no less wisely than worthily. 
Here and there in this immense land may be found an 
enemy toe our Navy; a few men who hate the Nation’s 
greatness, and who hate the Navy as the sign and safe- 
“guard of that greatness; a few men whose view of every- 
thing is proportioned to the little breadth of their own 
minds, and who give their time to 

“Petty bickerings about petty things’’ 
on this subject as they might and do on any other. But 
for these men the American people has little esteem, 
and with their talk and their aims it has little sympathy. 

It knows its need for a Navy, and it would have that 
Navy worthy of itself; it is grateful to its seamen for the 
past, and it trusts them as the guardians of its safety 
and its honor in the future. And in your chosen work, 
if you do well your part, you will gain the great happi- 
ness of a reasonable self respect and an approving con- 
science. 

Your life may be hard and may not be long, but while 
you live, if your service be what it should be, you will 
be honored by your countrymen. You may not die rich, 
but if you die with the consciousness of a life well spent 
in an honorable calling, I could wish you no better end. 

At the conclusion of the Secretary’s speech the mem- 
bers of the first class came to the front of the platform 
to receive their diplomas. The first seven who gradu- 
ated with “star” rank were called up in order of their 
scholastic rank and Midshipmen Chantry, Drake, Miller, 
Knox, Wright, Jensen and Barker responded in the or- 
der named. The remainder of the diplomas were handed 
out without regard to standing so that the low rank of 
the less bright or studious midshipmen would not be em- 
phasized. 

As the midshipmen received their diplomas there was 
applause from their relatives and friends and this was 
particularly marked in the case of those who had obtained 
their diplomas with the greatest difficulty. Midshipmen 
Miller, Mann and Mayo, the alliterative trio who had 
lately gone through the ordeal of facing a trial by court- 
martial on charges of hazing, were greeted with perfect 
storms of hand clapping. 

Three other midshipmen, who it was thought would 
be delayed in receiving their diplomas but who had the 
barrier waived at the last moment, were Vestal P. Coffin, 
Stuart W. Cake, and Claude A. Bonvillian. The former 
was (deficient in conduct and the two‘latter in one scho- 
lastic branch each, and it was officially stated that they 
would not receive their diplomas. However, the deficien- 
cies, which were slight in each case, were finally waived. 
They received an ovation when they got their sheep skins. 

Others who came in for great applause were the com- 
pany captains and the team captains and other athletes. 
In each case the members of the companies were particu- 
larly hearty in greeting their own commander. The per- 
sonal popularity of Douglass L. Howard, the fact that 
he has lived in Annapolis all his life and that he has cap- 
tained not only one of the companies, but the football 
team, conspired to make the applause that greeted the 
receipt of his diploma the longest and loudest of the day. 

After the diplomas had been presented, Secretary Bona- 
parte delivered to Midshipman Wm. A. Glassford, jr., the 
sword donated annually by members of the class of 1871 to 
the graduate who has made the best practical and theo- 
retical showing in ordnance and gunnery. At the con- 
clusion of the presentations the midshipmen of the three 
lower classes gave three rousing cheers for “those about 
to leave us,’’ the cheers being proposed by Midshipman 
Arthur W. Frank, the new cadet commander. Three in 
response were given by the. graduates to “those we leave 
behind,’ Midshipman Allan J. Chantry, jr., the honor 
man, being the proposer. All then cheered the Secretary 
of the Navy at the instance of Lieutenant Commander 
Hloogewerff. The official party then filed out, the brigade 
of midshipmen and the audience remaining in their places 
u.cil they had left the building. 

In the semiannual examinations of the fourth class, 
which have just been concluded, Theodore S. Wilkinson, 
jr., of Myrtle Grove, La., led the class in order of merit. 
Luther Welsh, of Kansas City, Mo., the youth who ac- 
quired such notoriety for stretching himself two inches 
on a stretching machine, in order to reach the minimum 
height to enter the Naval Academy, tied Midshipman 
Wilkinson in mathematics, the most important branch of 
studies, but Midshipman Wilkinson had a higher mark 
in the other branches of the course. ‘The members of the 
graduating class and their relative standing are as fol- 
lows:

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OLONGAPO AS A NAVAL BASE. 


Capt. William Swift, U.S.N., who spent more than 
a year in Philippine waters, during which he made a 
careful study of the various sites which have been sug- 
gested for the proposed naval station in the islands, has 
made an instructive statement to the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs as to the relative advantages of Cavite 
and Olongapo as a site for such uses. He made his study 
jointly with Lieut. Comdr. Philip Andrews, U.S.N., and 
Civil Engr. Frank O. Maxon, the latter of whom Captain 
Swift describes as “the best informed man in the coun- 
try as to both Cavite and Olongapo.” Captain Swift 
does not regard Cavite as a desirable site, its disadvan- 
tages being lack of space for expansion, absence of deep 
water near station, constant encroachment of land upon 
sea, lack of secure anchorage and _berthing space, lack of 
berth for floating dock or of site for stone dock, unsanitary 
conditions in and near Cavite, and limited water supply. 
As for Olongapo, Captain Swift reminded the Committee 
that the board, of which Rear Admiral Geo.‘C. Remey, U. 
S.N., was the senior member, investigated the whole ques- 
tion of naval stations in the Philippines, and after practi- 
ally all the sites selected by the Spaniards during their 
long occupation had been examined, it fixed upon Olongapo 
as the best place for a'‘naval station. ‘This decision 
was directly in line with that to which the Spanish, after 
varied experience elsewhere, had apparently come. The 
same conclusion of availability and adaptability of 
QOlongapo for the site of a naval station has been reached 
by other officers in position to exercise judgment, who 
have reaffirmed the opinion expressed by the Remey 
board. 

There is another objection to Cavite, which in a meas- 
ure is a political one. If the United States should ever 
cede to the Philippines government the control of those 
islands we would find ourselves, if we were at this 
point, in the same position that we found ourselves in 
Havana when Cuba objected to our retaining the naval 
station at that port. ‘They were perfectly willing to 
give us a naval station on the South coast of Cuba at a 
point where there was no large town. They objected 
very strennously to giving us any such facilities at 
Cienfuegos, west of Santiago. 

Captain Swift says: “So far as the defense of Manila 
is concerned, no enemy would ever attempt a demonstra- 
tion of a serious nature against Manila so long as there 
was a fleet based upon Olongapo. They would not dare 
to touch it. Our fleet could defend Manila very much 
better from Olongapo than if the fleet were right in 
Manila Bay, for the reason that at Olongapo it can 
have facilities for rapid repairs to our ships. They can 
go right alongside of the piers. They would be within 
a few hundred feet of the shops in which the work is 
being done, and they are absolutely safe. They are be- 
hind defenses and yet near the open sea—much more of a 
menace to an enemy than if at Cavite, which is over two 
hours from the entrance from the sea. The defense of 
the port of Olongapo is practicable and at no very great 
expense. The defense of Manila and Cavite is a very 
serious matter. We have an entrance tive miles in width 
on. one side with very deep water in it.” 

To a question whether our fleet might not be bottled up 
at Olongapo, Captain Swift replied: “An efficient fleet 
could not be bottled up at all. If weakened by an en- 
gagement or so deficient, compared with the enemy, that 
it must seek the protection of the permanent defenses, 
it is far better to be in Subie where the ships can repair 
and receive stores at piers, in smooth water, convenient 
to adequate shops and supplies, and so repair and refit 
rapidly.” 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The new battleship Rhode Island will be soon turned 
over to the Government. She sailed from Quincy, where 
she was built, for Boston on Feb. 12. The Rhode Island 
went into the navy yard at Boston. During her speed 
trial the Rhode Island made 19.01 knots. The tug Os- 
ceola left Key West early this week for Alligator Reef, 
off the south coast of Florida, where she will find and 
destroy a wrecked scow which has been reported to the 
Navy Department. 

The Bureau of Equipment of the Navy Department has 
prepared for a series of tests by wireless which will prob- 
ably result in a great increase in the efficiency of the sys- 
tem during the daytime. During the night the Navy sys- 
tem sends and receives messages between stations thou- 
sands of miles apart, but it has been impossible to com- 
municate readily during the day. The efforts of the Bu- 
reau of Nquipment will be directed toward improving the 
day work. The coming tests will take place between the 
stations at San Juan, Guantanamo, Pensacola, Key West 
and Colon. 

Up to Feb. 14 no word had been received from the fleet 
towing the drydock Dewey later than Jan. 22, when the 
dock was 1,900 miles from Gibraltar, and should have 
reached there under favorable weather conditions on Feb. 
10. It is believed that if there had been any trouble of 
any sort Commander Hosley would have imm- diately des- 
patched one of the vessels of his fleet to a cable station. 

The submarine torpedoboats Porpoise and Shark have 
arrived at the torpedo station, Newport, R.I., from 
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Brooklyn. They will be put through a thorough course 
of practice, including an endurance trial, torpedo firing 
trials, submerged work and night drills in running the 
forts and attempting to escape discovery by the search- 
lights. ‘The trials will be under the direction of Comdr. 
Albert Gleaves, U.S.N. 

The U.S.S. Tacoma sailed from Genoa, Feb. 13, for 
Naples to take on board stores for the vessels convoying 
the drydock Dewey, as well as spare machinery for the 
Dewey, which will be placed on board at Gibraltar. 

Vessels of the Atlantic Fleet under Rear Admiral 
Evans sailed from Port of Spain, Trinidad, Feb. 14, for 
Guantanamo, practising search problems and experiment- 
ing with long distance wireless telegraphy with the ar- 
mored cruiser division. 

Mrs. McCalla, wife of Rear Admiral Bowman H. 
McCalla, U.S.N., commandant of the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, in appealing for aid in discharging a debt of $67,- 
000 on the clubhouse for sailors and marines at Vallejo, 
calls attention to quite a remarkable condition of affairs 
in connection with this clubhouse. During the past ten 
months, or since the opening of the club, the arrests at 
Vallejo have fallen off more than seventy per cent., and 
no less than $64,000 has been deposited by the men-o’- 
war’s-men and marines with the club management for 
safe keeping. More than 44,000 men have attended the 
club during the same period, ‘and ¢ 27,000 meals have been 
served. Miss Helen Gould, it is understood, has promised 
to donate one-third of the sum required, provided the 
other two-thirds shall be raised within a year from the 
date of the appeal. Rear Admiral MecCalla turned over 
the entjre amount he received as prize money for the 
Spanish war, and the ground occupied by the clubhouse 
was purchased with this money. 

Through the efforts of Col. L, W. T. Waller, U.S.M.C., 
commandant of the Marine Barracks at the navy yard, 
Norfolk, Va., a well-equipped library has been established 
for the use of the enlisted men. A marine has been 
detailed to act as librarian, and the library is being con- 
ducted on up-to-date principles. There are about 700 
volumes. The library is also equipped with a piano and 
all the necessary furniture, such as tables and cases, 
all of which, together with the books, were supplied 
out of the post exchange fund. An abundant supply of 
stationery was given by Colonel Waller. For several 
weeks past a number of the members of the Court Street 
saptist Church have been holding religious services in 
the library rooms at the barracks on Sunday afternoons, 
and the attendance has been large and encouraging.

In a special adie. dated Feb. 10, the Navy Depart-

The 
doors are all operated by electric buttons in the pilot 
house, and can be closed singly or all at once. The sys- 
tem has been in use for two or three years. and it has 
been foend that in some cases the automatic doors may be 
better dispensed with. Particularly is this true with re- 
gard to the coal bunker doors which get out of order very 
easily. The system has been given a thorough trial. 
When first adopted hydraulic power was used. Later this 
was changed to pneumatic and then to electric. The use 
of electricity has proved the most satisfactory.

Capt. W. G. Ross, chief of the Revenue Cutter Service, 
appeared before the House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, Feb. 10, to explain bills relating to 
that service. He urged the necessity for appropriations to 
build a cutter for use at Savannah, Ga.; a seagoing tug 
to be stationed at New Bedford, Mass., for assistance of 
shipping interests endangered by the Nantucket shoals, 
which, he said, are more dangerous than any other part 
of the Atlantic coast, and a new cutter in Puget Sound. 
Bills for many other cutters are pending, but Captain 
Ross said these three are the ones most needed, in his 
opinion, and that the seagoing tug at Wood’s Hole is 
more important than the other two. Representative 
Greene (Mass.) supported the New Bedford cutter ap- 
propriation, and after he had finished speaking the com- 
mittee agreed to make a favorable report on a bill prto- 
viding $175,000 for the New Bedford tug, and appropria- 
tions for cutters as follows: Savannah, $200,000; Puget 
Sound, $225,000; New Orleans, $50,000. 

United States Marshal Morgan Treat and Commissioner 
Percy S. Stephenson have returned on the Revenue Cut- 
ter Windom from an expedition among the oyster dredg- 
ing fleets in Chesapeake Bay. Fifty vessels were board- 
ed, and conditions indicated that captains in a number 
of instances were holding men in a State bordering upon 
slavery. W. F. Justice, master of the schooner Daniel, 
was arrested in Maddox Creek, near Colonial Beach. 
Thomas Cunningham, a member of his crew, charged 
Justice with cruel treatment. In a cabin two feet and a 
half high and six feet long, with no bedding, four men 
were quartered. Cunningham declares the cabin floor was 
often flooded and that he and his mates were forced to 
sleep in the water. Captain Justice was given a hearing 
on board the Windom, and was held for the Federal 
Grand Jury at Norfolk. Several sailors on other vessels 
testified they had been drugged and shanghaied by Balti- 
more agents, but none would prefer charges. 

The U.S. Rev. Cutter Rush, Captain Broadbent, sailed 
from Juneau, Alaska, Feb. 3, to search for the steamer 
Dora, now long overdue at Valdez. She will cruise along 
the western coast of Alaska. While local officers of the 
Northwestern Steamship Company believe that the Dora 
will turn up all right within a very short time, it was 
thought to be advisable to send. the Rush in search of 
her. The Rush will probably go direct to Valdez and 
Seward and from there follow the coast on the course 
usually taken by the Dora. The last message received 
from Capt. Z. S. Moore, of the Dora, was in the form 
of a letter written Dec. 22.

The First Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy shall be a naval officer of the 
grade of captain, or above, who shall have charge of the 
division of personnel. There shall be created in said 
division of personnel two bureaus, as follows: The Bureau 
of Navigation and the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 
The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation shall not be above 
the rank of captain and junior in grade of the Assistant 
Secretary. There shall be at such navy yards and naval 
stations as the Secretary of the Navy may designate, a 
naval officer who shall be known as the commandant of 
the personnel, and he shall have charge of the personnel 
that may be ashore, under such regulations as to the 
use of any portions of said navy yards or stations as the 
Secretary of the Navy may prescribe, not conflicting with 
any section or portion of this act, regulating the control 
of the personnel and materiel. The Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery shal! perform the same duties as the present 
Bureau. The Second Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
shall be a civilian, and he shall have charge of the 
division of materiel. There shall be in said division of 
materiel two bureaus, one of Construction and Repair and 
one of Supplies and Accounts. All of the officials in the 
division of materiel shall be civilians. The Bureau of 
Construction and Repair shall include all of the duties 
that are now designated to be carried on under the pres- 
ent Bureaus of Yards and Docks, Construction and Re- 
pair, Steam Engineering, Ordnance, and Equipment. At 
each navy yard and naval station there shall be ap- 
pointed a civilian, under the title of superintendent of 
navy yard or naval station. who shall have entire charge 
and control of said yard or station, under such restric- 
tions as may be made by the Secretary of the Navy for 
the conttrol of the personnel when ashore. The Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts shall have charge of all dis- 
bursements of money, both for the division of materiel 
and the division of personnel. The recommendations 
for men and material for the use of the division of per- 
sonnel shall be made by the Chiefs of the Bureaus of 
Navigation and Medicine and Surgery to the Secretary 
of the Navy, and all authority by Congress for officers 
und men shall be executed by the Secretary of the Navy 
through the division of the personnel, and all authority 
for ‘material shall be executed by the Secretary of the 
Navy through the division of materiel. Sec. 3. 
the provisions of this act shall take effect on July 1, 
19%, and all moneys heretofore or hereafter appropriated 
for the use of the Nawy, under whatever name of 
bureaus or divisions, shall be transferred and made avail- 
able for similar purposes under the new divisions herein 
established.

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THE CONNECTICUT AND THE LOUISIANA. 

Chief Constructor Capps, of the Navy Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, has made an interesting statement 
to the House Committee on Naval Affairs concerning the 
battleships Connecticut and Louisiana, the former of 
which is building in a Government yard and the latter 
in a private yard. Work on both vessels. he states, is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. The Connecticut and Louisiana 
will be the first battleships built for the Navy which have 
been practically completed within the stipulated contract 
period, the speed of construction on these vessels having 
been greater than that of any similar vessels. The cost 
of work on the Connecticut has been, for obvious reasons, 
greater than that on the contract-built ship, in large part 
due to fewer hours of work per day, the method of employ- 
ment of labor in a Government establishment, and the in- 
herent difficulties in operating such military establish- 
nents on the same economical basis as might obtain in a 
private establishment, 

The building of the Connecticut at the navy yard, New 
York, has demonstrated most decisively that such work 
can be done effectively and expeditiously at a Govern- 
ment yard, and that having such work at a navy yard 
permits a large force of skilled mechanics to be available 
at all times for repair work on vessels of the fleet. It 
also enables the Government to determine what should 
be the reasonable cosi of similar vessels built by contract. 
The probable ultimate cost of the Connecticut will be ap- 
proximately 15 per cent. greater than that of the Loui- 
siana. The Chief Constructor says: “I am of the opin- 
ion that it would be to the advantage of the Government 
to have one yard on the Atlantic coast and one yard on 
the Pacifie coast fully equipped for building a vessel of 
the battleship class, as a means of protection against pos- 
sibly exorbitant bids by private shipbuilding firms, and 
to make it clear thay the Government can undertake its 
own work, if necessary. ‘There was a tendency in the 
beginning, as has been very evident from newspaper state- 
ments, to make a race between the two sister ships—the 
Louisiana and Coanecticut—-but that is something I have 
not encouraged except when it did not conflict with the 
Government’s interests. As a matter of fact, both of 
these vessels, but for the delays in the delivery of certain 
material supplied by the Government, would have been 
completed within the contract time of completion stipu- 
lated for the Louisiana.” 

Other hearings before the Hlouse Committee on Naval 
Affairs included that on January 13 of Civil Engineer 
Endicott. Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, and 
of the Secretary of the Navy on Jan. 18 on personnel 
jegislation and hazing. 
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LAUNCH OF THE DREADNOUGHT. 

The British baitleship Dreadnought, the largest and 
most powerful war vessel in the world, was suecessfully 
launched at Portsmouth, England, Feb. 10.) The cere- 
mony was the most simple possible, His Majesty, King 





Edward, having vetoed all decorations and pageantry on 
account of the death of his father-in-law, King Christian. 
The King touched an electric button at the proper mo- 
ment and the huge craft then glided down the ways in 
safety. Among the occupants of the royal stand were 
the American naval attaché, Lieut. Comdr. John H. 
Gibbons, U.S.N. The vessel will have cost. when 
completed, 00,000, and some facts concerning her 
tonnage, armament, ete., appeared in our issue of Feb. 3, 
page 649. The Dreadnought, will be the first battleship 
in the world to be driven by turbines. In every respect 
the Dreadnought will be a marvel as a fighting machine, 
colossal in size and power. It is instructive to com- 
pare her with the largest ships now being built by other 
nations, and the power of the Dreadnought will be at 
once realized. The Patrie (French) has a displacement 
of 14,865 sons, speed eighteen knots, and carries four 
twelve-inch guns: the Deutschland (German), 13,200 
tons, eighteen knots. four eleven-inch guns; the Kansas 
(United States), 16.500 tons, eighteen knots, four twelve- 
inch guns: the Napoli (Italy), 12.600 tons, twenty-twe 
knots, two twelve-inch guns; the Pavel (Russia), 16,000 






tons. eighteen knots. four twelve-inch guns, and the 
Karl (Austria), 14,000 tons, twenty knots, no guns 


bigger than 94-inch. 

The Dreadnought is a vessel of some 18,500 tons, and it 
is said will have a speed of 19 knots. It has been asserted, 
in some quarters, that her speed may even reach as high 
as 21 knots. She will carry ten twelve-inch guns. A 
special feature of the hull of the Dreadnought is that 
it is divided into a number of permanently closed water- 
tight compartments. It is impossible to pass from one 
section of the ship to another below the water line except 
by coming up above the armored deck. This plan of 
construction, by making it unnecessary to close the water- 
tight doors in the event of a disaster, causes the Dread- 
nought to be always prepared to face an accident. Brit- 
ish naval experts believe it is practically impossible for 
the Dreadnought to sink, even if she strikes a floating 
mine. The vessel was not laid down until October, 1905, 
and she will be commissioned in February, 1907, the 
time of her total construction thus being sixteen months, 
which approaches a record. What her armor is and how 
great her power of resistance are not known yet outside 
the British Admiralty, nor has anything been learned as 
to how the great strength has been obtained whereby the 
vessel can withstand the shock of firing her twelve-inch 
euns. The discarding of all guns below the twelve-inch 
caliber, except the small quick-firers, has been due to the 
experience of Admiral Togo’s warships that they are 
absolutely useless in a naval fight, as they cannot send 


shells far enough or heavy enough to do any considerable 
damage to an armored vessel. Germany, it is reported, 
in order not to be outdone by the British, is already 
planning battleships two hundred tons larger than the 
Dreadnought, to be armed with fourteen twelve-inch 
guns. 
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The actual war outlay of Japan to September, 1905,

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


“The first month of the experiment of paying the men 
for drill attendance in the 3d Infantry, N.G.P.,’’ says 
the Inquirer of Philadelphia, of Feb. 4, ‘thas come to an 
end and the men were paid during this past week. D-- 
tailed figures have not yet been given, but, from an ex- 
cellent source, it is learned that the payments amounted 
to about $25 per company. In regard to the percentage 
of increased attendance, that has not yet been figured 
on accurately. It is said that four companies, A, E, I* 
and I, averaged forty men each at each drill, and that 
the other eight companies averaged about twenty-five 
men each to each drill. Prior to January, when the pay- 
ment plan was to be put in force, it is said that some of 
the companies which even when working for the iaoney 
last month did not get above the twenty-five men per 
night, only had sometimes from twelve to eighteen. It 
has been suggested that inasmuch as this plan in the 
3d Regiment is purely a regimental affair, the men 
do not seem to appreciate the matter. But it is asserted 
if either the State or National Government would make 
the payment then there would be quite a difference.” 

Col. James G. White, I.S.G.S.A.P., of Massachusetts, 
has had a conference with the several regimental and 
battalion inspectors on plans for the year. He has asked 
for an additional $3,000 to enable him to take a team 
to compete for the national trophy at Sea Girt, N.J. 
“Now that it is looked upon as definitely settled that 
regimental camps will be held at Framingham this year,’ 
says the Boston Globe, “it is Colonel White's intention 
to ask that one day of the eight be given to rifle prac- 
tice, and that on a day set apart for that duty a bat 
talion be sent from Framingham to Wakefield and ther: 
spend the day at the range. It is claimed that scores 
made under such conditions will count for something.” 

The field officers of the Old Guard of the 2d Regiment 
of Pennsylvania N.G., of Philadelphia, consists of the 
following: Col. James Emory Byram, Lieut. Col. George 
W. Devinny, Major Joseph I. Amey, Capt. Frederick A 
Kopp, adjutant. The organization is composed of hon 
orably discharged members of the several Civil War 
regiments, consisting of the 19th, 52d, 72d, 9th, 196th and 
213th Regiments of Infantry, Pennsylvania Volunteers. 
Members of the 2d Regiment, N.G.P., who served during 
the Spanish-American War and were honorably dis 
charged. All members of the 2d Regiment, N.G.P., wno 
have served five years therein are also eligible to mem- 
bership. 

It has been decided to organize another company in the 
23d N.Y., to be known as Co. L. Its charter members will 
be men from Co. K and the Veteran Association. Captain 
DuBois, the father of the scheme, and who commands 
Co. K, says he is confident that the company will have 
its full quota of officers and men before the beginning of 
the next drill season. A twelfth company will probably 
be organized later. 

Q.M. Sergt. William J. T. Lynch, of Co. B, 23d N.Y.. 
who has been unanimously elected second lieutenant of 
that company, served in the British army during the 
North and South African campaigns. He enlisted in the 
23d Regiment in 1898, and has been a 100 per cent. man 
since his enlistment. He has been one of the most popu 
lar and efficient non-coms. the 23d has ever had. 

Adjutant General Foster, of Florida, in an important 
order relative to the instruction of the State troops, says 
in part: “The work of the Florida State troops at the 
recent encampment, and the conditions in the several 
organizations as developed by the latest inspections, seem 
to indicate the absence of any definite and progressive 
program for drill and exercises throughout the year. 
Iixclusive of encampments the time which may be de 
voted to practice in militia organizations is limited to 
about, or perhaps under one hundred hours per year, 
divided into fifty-two weekly drills. Considering all that 
must be learned before a uniformed individual becomes 
justly entitled to the designation ‘soldier,’ and before 
an organization can attain that degree of efficiency which 
will afford proper protection to its own members—not to 
speak of the community, it must surely be seen that un- 
less this limited amount of time available for militar) 
duty be so divided and apportioned as to provide for a 
course of instruction that will be progressive through 
the various branches of military work, the organization 
can never hope to realize the purposes for which they 
have been established. As it takes something more than 
a commission, a uniform and a sword to make an officer, 
so it takes something more than the voluntary assembl: 
of a dozen or more members each week, a roll call and 
a few movements in the ‘manual of arms’ and ‘school 
of the soldier,’ repeated week after week without varia 
tion, to perfect a military company. But results show 
that this course has been followed at many stations of 
the Florida State troops, and it is a fault which must 
be corrected if the State military force is to be brought 
to a proper standard of efficiency and rendered effective 
in the degree contemplated by Congress and the State 
Legislature when enacting laws designed to make the 
organized militia ‘the second line of defense,’ a co-or- 
dinate branch of the Army of the United States, as wel! 
as a strong and adequate force for State purposes in se- 
curing the enforcement of law and order.’’ General Fus- 
ter points out to the brigade commander, regimental com- 
manders and others, the course of instruction which 
should be followed, and insists upon a plan of action for 
the future, which will insure better results. 

The Navy Department will shortly turn over to the 
State of Maryland the monitor Miantonomah, to be used 
by the State Naval Militia. The vessel is now under- 
going repairs at the League Island Navy Yard, Pa. The 
Government has established a policy of forming a coast 
squadron of monitors, to be manned by the Naval 
Militia. The monitor will be placed in the hands of 
the State of Maryland with complete equipment and 
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Trade Mark.

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ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no 
particular time can be given for replies. We do not 
answer questions by mail. 


G. R. W. asks: (1) Has the provost sergeant the au- 
thority to utilize the time of a general prisoner for his 
own personal interest, and can a prisoner be compelled 
to do unnecessary work to pass away the time, such as 
shoveling snow from one side of the street to another 
and then back again? Answer: This is a question that 
will have to be decided by the post commander. There 
is plenty of work which prisoners may deem unnecessary, 
but which those in charge deem otherwise. The best 
remedy is to keep out of the guard house. 

A. F. J. writes: An enlisted man applies for and is 
granted a furlough upon re-enlistment; he does not en- 
list immediately, but leaves his regiment and _ re-enlists 
some weeks later in another organization and different 
department. Is he entitled to his furlough as granted 
before his discharge, or would it be necessary to make 
another application? Answer: He must make another 
application. 

A. L. asks: Whether there has already been, or are 
there any prospects of, a bill to equalize the pay of 
naval hospital stewards with that of other chief petty 
officers of the Navy. Answer: This legislation is now 
under consideration by the House Naval Committee. 


NEMO asks: With regard to your discussion of “ar- 
rest,” in first column, page 607, Jan. 27, 1906, would not 
the arrest of a deserter come under the provision ‘‘where 
restraint is necessary,’’ A.R. 937; a non-commissioned of- 
ficer therefore having power to arrest a deserter without 
any special authorization by «a commissioned officer? 
Answer: Yes. 

Cc. A. B.—You must write to the Military Secretary, 
War Department, Washington, D.C., for the information 
you desire. 

P, M. asks: What has become of the Sudsburger case 
(ordnance sergeant), as to the claim for commutation for 
quarters and fuel, or whether the United States took an 
appeal to the Supreme Court from the decision of the 
Court of Claims, and if so, about what time will the case 
be called? Answer: Case was appealed about two years 
ago. 

P. S. asks: If he passed the recent examination for 
sergeant, first class, Hospital Corps, U.S.A., held Sept. 
11 to 18, inclusive? Answer: You did not pass. 

P. E. asks: How are details for Philippine service made 
in the Commissary General’s Office, and when may I 
expect to be ordered on such service? Answer: Such de- 
tails are made after taking into account foreign and 
home service. You are well toward the top of list to go 
to P.I. You are now No. 6 on list and will probably go 
in about three months. 

CONSTANT READER writes: (1) A non-commissioned 
officer objects to trial by summary court. His objection 
is overruled by the C.O., contrary to provisions of A.R., 
966 (this officer not being competent to order his trial by 
G.C.M.), and the trial proceeds. Is the sentence of this 
court illegal and can a fine imposed and deducted be re- 
covered from the Government? Answer: The sentence is 
illegal, and fine may be'recovered. (2) A soldier is dis- 
charged for the convenience of the Government. A few 
days before his discharge he is sentenced by summary 
court to a fine in excess of the pay he will draw for the 
time he has to serve. The sentence of the court does not 
read “ of his pay, due or to become due.’’ Can the 
balance of the fine be legally charged against the soldier 
on a subsequent enlistment? Answer: No. 

W. R. C.—If you can prove that the Government prop- 
erty in your case was not lost or stolen through your 
neglect, you would not be held responsible. If it was 
proved that the loss was due to your absence without 
leave, you would probably be held responsible, and have 
to make good to the Government for the loss. The whole 
matter, however, of which you speak, could only be 
determined by a G.C.M. 

M. F. C.—Apnlv to the Military Secretary, War Dept., 
Washington, D.C.. relative to the campaign badge for 
foreign service. The issue of the badges has been de- 
layed owing to the failure to secure a suitable design. 


WwW. C.—An enlisted man discharged from the U.S. Army 
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has no right to wear the uniform. If he belongs to some 
military society he can of course wear its prescribed 
uniform whatever that may be. 

E. W. B. asks: A physician thirty years of age takes 
the preliminary examination at some post, is sent to the 
Army Medical School at Washington for an eight months’ 
course before final examination. Would the fact that he 
had passed his thirty-first birthday while in the Army 
Medical School bar him from receiving a commission? 
Answer: No, it would not. 


J. V. M.—Corporal James V. McVay, %th Co., C.A., 
passed his examination for sergeant major all right, but 
cannot be appointed until he is a sergeant. When he 
reaches the latter grade he will soon receive his ap- 
pointment. 

G. C. asks: Can an enlisted man be fined $30 by a sum- 
mary court when he only draws $21 per month; and if 
not, how will I proceed to have it corrected? Answer: 
If the man consented in writing to be tried by summary 
court, he can be fined as high as three months’ pay. In 
this case as much as $63. If he did not so consent, he 
should submit the case to his company commander. 


URGENT asks: Is mixed service in the Navy and 
Marine Corps counted in computing a man’s claim for 
half pay pension when discharged for disability, after 
twenty years’ service? Answer: You are entitled to 
half pay (twenty years) pension. 


G. R. S. asks: Has the Auditor been authorized by 
Congress to use surplus money from F. Y., 1904 and 196 
to pay claim for longevity pay on claims now on file? 
Answer: No; the urgent defficiency bill carries an ap- 
propriation to pay longevity claims. It has passed the 
House and is now before the Senate. 


V. H. asks: Is it legal to enlist a man in any branch of 
the U.S. Service on Sunday, the papers and all being 
drawn on and bearing the date of the Sabbath? Answer: 
A Sunday enistment is perfectly legal. 


MARINE asks: If marines serving on board the U.S.S. 
Yosemite from April to October, 1898, are entitled to the 
West Indies Medal. Answer: No. 

B. O’B. asks: The date on which the twenty per cent. 
increase of pay authorized during the Spanish-American 
War ceased to be paid to troops serving in the United 
States. Answer: April 11, 1899. 

W. A. K. asks: Whether in obtaining a discharge by 
purchase if clothing allowance is accepted as part pay- 
ment; semi-annual statement of clothing shows $40 in 
favor of applicant; $60 is the required purchase price of 
discharge. The question is, is it necessary to deposit $60 
or will $40 of clothing allowance be accepted as part pay- 
ment, and $20 made as a deposit? Answer: All credits 
count, and deposit need only cover the deficiency. 


B. D.—We are informed by Congressman Olcott, of the 
15th District of New York, that there will be a vacancy 
from his district to Annapolis on March 5 next, instead 
of in June, as was first stated. 
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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Feb. 18, 1906. 

An account of the graduating exercises at the Naval 
Academy will be found on another page. 

The most elaborate german given at the Naval Acad- 
emy was that of last Friday night by the class of 1906. 
It was exclusively a class affair, only members of the 
graduating class and their lady friends being on the 
floor. The midshipmen were all in full uniform, which, 
with the different colored gowns worn by the ladies, 
made a beautiful showing in the marches and figures of 
the german. There were about two hundred dancers. 
The german was led by William A. Glassford, chairman 
of the committee, and Miss Vivian Cameron, of Wash- 
ington. Some of the figures were unique and very 
pretty. The effect of the arches made by the men with 
swords tipped with red hearts, and the shepherd’s crooks 
of green and white, the class colors, carried by the girls, 
was very pleasing. The figure representing horses jump- 
ing hurdles, a satire on the fashionable horse show at 
New York and Baltimore, was unique, and one of the 
most beautiful figures ever given here. Several other 
figures followed, all of which were pleasing and beauti- 
ful. Mrs. Warfield, wife of the Governor, was chief 
judge, and Mrs. Sands, wife of Admiral Sands, the Super- 
intendent, and Mrs. A. N. Brown the other judges. The 
german ended with the lady dancers wearing green and 
white crepe kimonas and all carrying Japanese um- 
brellas. Shortly after the waltz began there was a 
shower of confetti from the rafters above and the beau- 
tiful colors dropped amidst the dancers, who were turn- 
ing like tops in a whirl of confetti as the band played 
“Home, Sweet Home.’ Then followed ‘“‘The Star Span- 
gled Banner,’ and as the middies came to salute, their 
german, so long looked forward to, was over. The com- 
mittee of midshipmen included Messrs. Glassford, L. M. 
Atkins, R. W. Cabaniss, Isaac C. Kidd, Harry Gard 
Knox, Leigh Noyes and J. T. G. Stapler. 

The Lucky Bag, the class 1906 annual, has not a single 
line or sentence relative to any other class at the Acad- 
emy, and is unsatisfactory in the sense of being the 
“official annual’ of the Naval Academy. 

The largest and most elaborate social affair that has 
been given at the Executive Mansion since Governor 
and Mrs. Warfield have resided there as host and hostess 
of Maryland, was the reception given to the graduating 
class of midshipmen last Thursday night from 8 to 11 
o’clock. The guests numbered over 200, of whom 116 
were midshipmen of the class of 1906.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

Lieutenant Colonel Voght, of the Norwegian General 
staff, in reporting to the Christiania Military Society 
ihe results of the investigations for the most northerly 
defense of Norway by the General Staff and the Ad- 
iniralty Staff of the Navy, stated that the final result is 
that the defense will be best effected by ‘a movable naval 
defense, chiefly consisting of submersible and torpedo- 
hoats,” concentrated around about Ofotenfjord, for ihe 
protection of Narvik and Tjeldsound, aided by fortifica- 
tions and mines. To begin with, alternatively two, three 
and four submersibles and four torpedoboats are pro- 
posed. The work is in preparation. 

The report that the British Admiralty had resolved to 
reform the present naval uniform out of existence is 
denied. Also the story to the effect that the new scheme 
of naval training would result in the abolition of the 
Royal Marine Corps. Since 1902 the sphere of its ac- 
‘tivities has been greatly enlarged. Marines now keep 
iarbor watch, take officer of the guard, assist the special- 
ist in gunnery and torpedo, are told off for intelligence 
duty, and are, if qualified, cast for the important billet 
of physical drill instructor. 

During the recent trial at sea of the British torpedo 
flotilla the machinery appears to have worked smoothly 
and swiftly, and the whole of the destroyers and _ tor- 
pedoboats were supplied with complete crews and put 
1o sea without a single serious mishap. 

Australia is to have a navy. It is proposed to spread 
the cost of providing this ‘‘fleet” over seven years, at 
an average cost of $1,650,000 per annum. ‘The cost of 
the vessels is set down at $8,830,000, and of maintenance 
during the seven years at $2,660,000. The first vessels 
which should be procured are four torpedoboat destroyers 
and four first-class torpedoboats. 

One of the most intelligent statements we have seen 
concerning conditions in Russia is that published in a 
Moscow despatch to the daily papers and credited to Mr. 
Alexander Barry, a naturalized American who is among 
the most prominent manufacturers of Moscow, employ- 
ing from three hundred to three thousand men. Mr. 
Barry says: “The ignorant masses really have none of 
the political aspirations attributed to them by the agi- 


tators, but, owing to their poverty, they are easy prey 
to the appeals for liberty, which for them means license. 
Up to the present it has been a mistake to imagine that 
the revolutionary ideas had taken deep root either in the 
people or the army. The agitation has been cleverly 
manipulated to give it that appearance. Like benzine— 
rubbed on the surface it is very inflammable, but it soon 
evaporates if not set on fire. But agitators with matches 
are everywhere, and future developments in my opinion 
will afford plenty of opportunities for a conflagration. 
Fifty per cent. of the workmen in the cities of Russia 
wil be out of work in 1906. Impoverished, embittered, 
™, unemployed, they will wander back to their villages 
and find willing ears among the land-hungry peasants 
for the doctrines of Socialism and the division of prop- 
erty, and crime and lawlessness will flourish. All the 
conditions will make for desperation and anarchy, in 
which a revival of the revolutionary agitation will find 
the best opportunity, The people are incapable in their 
present state of culture of a gradual evolution to a stable, 
popular régime. It is impossible to lead them to that end. 
Russia will be confronted either by excesses of power 
or excesses of liberty. There is no middle way.” 


According to the Revue Militaire Suisse the 4th 
Army Corps of the Swiss army will be mobilized on 
Aug. 27 for grand maneuvers. 


The Moniteur de la Flotte says that the perforation of 
the six four-inch French naval guns at 2,190 yards is 
ten inches, while at the same range the 7.6-inch gun will 
perforate 13.3 inches of Harveyized steel, and at 6,560 
yards its perforation would be 6.8 inches. as compared 
with four inches for the smaller gun. The _ principal 
armament of the new armored cruisers Edgard Quinet 
and Waldeck-Rousseau will consist of fourteen 7.6-inch 


guns. With these, the Moniteur states, two cruisers 
will be able to attack at 6,000 meters the water-line 


armor of all cruisers now afloat and even of certain 
battleships, notably those of the Canopus class. 

A number of naval officers, according to a despatch to 
the St. Petersburg Clovo from Sebastopol, have been 
transferred to the Far East for petitioning the marine 
ministry for an open trial of ex-Lieutenant Schmidt (who 
commanded the cruiser Otchakoff which mutinied in 
November last at Sebastopol, and was subsequently sunk 
by the loyal ships), and for satisfaction of the service 
demands which were one of the main causes of the 
mutiny of sailors belonging to the Black Sea fleet. 
Mutiny is stili smouldering on board several vessels of 
the Black Sea fleet, notably on the battleship Catherine 
II.,- where several officers have been arrested. 


The designed scheme of reorganization for the British 
Cavalry provides for a more elastic system, to give to the 
whole, and to each regiment, greater readiness for war, 
and to facilitate the raising to proper strength of regi- 
ments next on the roster for foreign service. 

Prince Victor Napoleon has finished and will soon pub- 
lish a work on “Napoleon at St. Helena.” The material 
for the book has been drawn from family papers in the 
possession of the prince, and it is said that the work will 
throw a new light on episodes connected with the last 
phases of the Emperor’s career. 

Austria is reported to have sent a_ fully-equipped 
battery of mountain guns as a gift to Emperor Menelik 
of Abyssinia in retaliation for the action of Italy in 
sending « mountain battery to Prince Nicholas of Monte- 
negro. 


The Creusot Factory have obtained from Turkey an 
order to build nine coastguard vessels and one gunboat, 
at a total cost of £T.295,000. 

Finding that it is possible for an enemy’s ship to secure 
a position in which the guns mounted at Gibraltar could 
not touch it, three carriages, designed at Woolwich, which 
enables the gun to be depressed at any extent desired, are 
to be sent to the Rock. 

The plan of withdrawing the British troops in the 
West Indies has been so far modified as to maintain a 
force of white artillerymen and engineers in Jamaica for 
the maintenance of local order in addition to the West 
Indian Regiment. The other islands have been entrusted 
to the guardianship of the police. In addition to the 
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troops in Jamaica, a fast cruiser will be permanently 
stationed in the West Indies, which will cruise about, 
ready to Jand a naval brigade at any point at very short 
notice; and the islands will also be visited annually by 
a cruiser squadron. 

The British Atlantie fleet, under Vice-Admiral Sir 
W. H. May, is now carrying out a series of tactical prob- 
lems, and the Admiralty has forbidden the result to be 
communicated to anyone except through official channels. 

As submarine mining has been transferred to the navy, 
ha British Royal Engineers are to be reduced in num- 
er. 


Signor Lorenzo d’ Adda, a well known Italian naval 
constructor, as the result of a sojourn of eighteen months 
in Japau, two months of which were spent at Port 
Arthur during the siege and several weeks on board the 
Mikasa, reaches the conclusions that speed is of vital 
importance, both from a strategie and a tactical point-of- 
view; that the caliber of the guns forming the secondary 
armament of the Italian ships should be raised from six 
to eight inches, without increasing their length: and the 
ships protected from end to end by armor plates of mod- 
erate thickness, curried above the principal armor belt. 

Jewish soldiers in the British army are to be allowed 
to observe their principal festivals during the year. 

The official steam trials of the Austrian battleship 
Erzherzog Friedrich have just been completed, with the 
following results: Revolutions of engines. 138; indicated 
horse-power, 18,340; speed, 20.57 knots, speed contracted 
for, 19.25 knots; power contracted for, 14,000 h.-p. The 
coal consumption varied from 1.55 pounds per _ horse- 
power per hour to 1.85 pounds per horse-power per 
hour. 


The Paris Figaro reports that the experiments in Ger- 
many with the new fifteen-centimeter howitzer have 
not been at all satisfactory. The apparatus for taking 
up the recoil is stated to be particularly at fault, as even 
after a few rounds, in some cases, the springs were brok- 
en. ‘The hydro-pneumatie checks of the French artillery, 
observes our contemporary, have always been effectual and

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WEST POINT’S MODEL KITCHEN. 

March about five hundred American 
youths, every one of them with the appe- 
tite of a farmer’s son, into a dining room, 
give them only ‘about forty minutes in 
which to eat their dinner, supply only one 
waiter to each twenty boys and you would 
be likely to have a riot on your hands in a 
few minutes. Suppose in addition that 
back in the kitehen there are only two 
cooks for these lads. .Sappose that 506 
portions of roast beef have to be carved 
and served between the time the lads begin 
to eat their soup and the time they finish 
it; that the vegetables and the dessert 
have to be served; that the dishes of each 
course have to be removed, and finally that 
these same boys have to be turned out in 
orderly fashion, with no confusion and 
with appetites sated. Is not that a job 
that even the biggest of the modern hotels 
would not care to undertake? 

That is what is done three times a day 
at the United States Military Academy at 
West Point. There isn’t any riot in the 
iwess hall or any confusion in the kitchen. 
The thing is possible because West VPoint 


owns the model kitchen of the country. 
‘The great hotel keepers are constantly 


sending their stewards and chefs to inspect 
it and to study its labor-saving devices. 
The West Point kitchen is a food labora- 
tory and a food factory combined. Every- 
thing possible is done by machinery. 

Think of cooking one thousand soft- 
boiled eggs at once, Think of arranging 
your store rooms with each article tagged 
snd marked as to cost, so that at the end 
of each day you can figure out whether it 
as cost 68 or 64 cents to feed each boy 
for that day. Think of a tile floored din- 
ng hall that is scrubbed with soap and 
water three times a day. and a kitchen in 
which the walls are washed down = con- 
tantly and without the slightest odor. 
That you will find at West Point. 

The place is equipped with its own ice- 
imiking machine, with an electric lighting 
ipparatus, with elevators and large cold 
‘orage places holding a month’s supply 
{ meat and fruit and nearly a year’s sup- 
ply of butter. 

Capt. Thomas Franklin has been in 
charge of the mess hall at’ West Point for 
four years and it is he who has brought 
ibout this degree of perfection. For more 
than two years Captain Franklin was 
tudying kitchen devices and labor-savirg 
methods. He traveled to all of the large 
ities of the country and inspected great 
kitchens. He read up on all the kitchen 
labor-saving machinery here and abroad. 

When the boys march in to dinner they 
eo to their places with precision and each 
one folds his overcoat on the back of his 
chair. A plate of soup is at each one’s 
place. At a certain moment the roast beef 
cutter, if they have roast beef, starts up. 
The waiters, each with his own set of 
dishes, stand in a row. The meat is shoved 
on hot plates just taken from a warmer. 

The waiters, still in line, get their vege- 
tables on the trays and before the soup is 
finished the first man appears through the 
doors that open automatically and the ca- 
dets have their solid food before them. 
When they are finished they march out 
and certain receptacles for, scraps are 
brought in. The seraps are classified, and 


through the use of machinery in preparing 
the food the waste has been reduced from 
two carloads a day to one-half carload. 

One of the most interesting of the kit- 
chen machines is the potato parer. It con- 
sists of a big hopper into which a bushel 
of potatoes is dumped. In the bottom and 
along the sides are what a housewife would 
eall nutmeg graters. The skin is burred 
off the potatoes and a saving of 80 per cent. 
is made over ordinary potato peeling. The 
eyes are removed by hand. ‘The potatoes 
glisten almost as if they had frosting on 
them. 

In the bakeshop every useful device has 
been adopted that Captain Franklin could 
find. $y experiment it is determined ex- 
actly how many pounds of flour and water 


are needed to make a certain batch of 
bread. The gauges are set and the flour 


and water flow together into a big knead- 
ing trough where rotating shafts and big 
wooden kneaders, that look like Indian 
clubs, mix and knead the mixture. No 
hand touches it. ‘Then it is put into a 
moulding machine where the loaves are 
rolled out and slipped into pans. The 
loaves are exactly two feet long and round 
with crust all around them. ‘The boys like 
crust, and the shape of the loaves is such 
that there is less waste in unused pieces 
than in any other form. So little waste is 
there that oftentimes the cooks have diffi 
culty in getting enough to make bread 
crumbs from. The bread is sliced by ma- 
chinery just before the boys go to their 
meals, 

Most hotels use machines for making ice 
cream, but they are of the old-fashioned 
sort, with salt and ice to finish the product. 
The West Point machine uses the brine 
from the refrigerating plant. The ice cream 
is pushed out when a telltale device an- 
nounces that it is frozen, and then is made 
up into moulds, 

The authorities at the Point are especial- 
ly proud of their sterilizing plant for milk. 
The flavor of the milk gives not the slight- 
est indication of the treatment it has re- 
ceived. What makes the authorities proud 
is that not a single case of typhoid or any 
other disease that can be traced to cow’s 
milk has occurred at the institution since 
this sterilizing plant was put in. 

All the knives are cleaned and sharpened 
by a little electric machine and the silver 
is polished by an apparatus with a brush 
that makes 3,000 revolutions.a minute. 

Do the boys kick? Sometimes. There 
never was a set of hungry youngsters that 
wouldn't find fault at times with the food 
set before them. Captain Franklin is al- 
ways glad to have real complaints. Trifling 
complaints get no attention. The health 
of the boys and the low cost to them prove 
the value of this model, machinery-equipped 
kitchen. 

What the food at West Point does for 
the cadets in the first eight months of their 
stay there is shown by this table of in- 
creases in the average measurements (of 
the new arrivals. It is compiled from the 
gymnasium records:
